THAT CANAL. 


Preliminary Report ol 
Commission. 


Close Figures an Cost of the 
Undertaking, 


in Sections, but 
No Details. 


Summary 


Estimates of Western Addition not 
Yet Made—Conservative Estimate 
of Entire Expense Almost Agrees 
With Gen. Ludlow’s Report. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—The pre- 
liminary report of the Nicaraguan 
Canal Commission, consisting of Gen. 
Haynes, Admiral Walker and Frof. 
Haupt, has been completed and will be 
read before the Senate committee 
either during the Christmas recess of 
Congress, or immediately afterward. 
The report will give many details of 
construction in regard to the proposed 
route, and will give a close figure on 
the entire cost of undertaking, as far 
@s human ingenuity can foresee. A 
summary of these costs has been made 
out in sections, and without going into 
the details of curves and levels they are 
as follows: 

“The eastern harbor and jetties will 
require about nine million cubic yards 
of soft excavation. The jetties them- 
eelves require about four hundred thou- 


| eand cubic yards of rip-rap stone. 


“The Graytown section of the canal, 
that is, the section beginning at the 
harbor and reaching to the east divide, 
will require 16,000,000 cubic feet of hard 
earth and clay excavations. The three 
locks in this section will cost in the 
neighborhood of $10,000,000 complete, 
witik 83, “2,000 @.cavation. This section 
is about thirteen and a half miles in 
length, and runs through the jungle 
country near the coast. There will bse 
700 acres of clearing and grubbing also 
in this section. The incidental ex- 
penses will 
these above enumerated, therefore they 
are omitted. 3 

“The divide section is reached from 
here, through the higher range of hills, 
a distance of twenty-four miles. There 
are 7,500,000 cubic yards of rock in this 
cut, and about five million yards of 
earth and clay. The depth of this cut 


| will be mitigated by the height of the 


canal, which is 112 feet above the sea. 
The actual cutting will be about two 
hundred feet in the deepest part. From 
here begins the Ochoa section, which 
runs through the San Francisco basin 
and Florida lagoon. This is low coun- 
try, and the cutting which will reach 
to the Ochoa dam, thirty-four and a 
half miles from the Carribbean Sea, 
will only add 10,000,000 yards to the fig- 
ures, making a trifle over 40,000,000 
cubic yards to the dam. 

“From here a summary of the cut 
through the San Juan River will ag- 
gregate 34,000,000 cubic yards, with 
about three million more of the curve 
widening and 2000 acres clearing and 
grubbing. This will not include any of 
the dams or embankments, but sim- 
ply the channel, cutting the bed of the 
San Juan River. This makes 75,000,000 
cubic yards of all grades of cutting to 
Lake Nicaragua. 

“The cost of the Ochoa dam, upon 
which rests the entire feasibility of the 
route, has not been accurately com- 
puted, as the undertaking is of so colos- 
sal a nature as to be beyond figuring 
within a unit or even more. The dam 
will be over fifteen thousand feet in 
length, its foundation seventy-five feet 
below the bed ‘of Salt River bottom, 
and its rise 130 feet. As the river will 
have to be turned from its course dur- 
ing its construction, it will be seen 
that many details will have to be 
taken into consideration for an esti- 
mate of its cost. The San Carlos em- 
bankment will cost several million dol- 
lars, and the estimates are being made. 
The cuts in the shallow part of the 
lake will aggregate 10,000,000 yards, 
making a total of 85,000,000 to the west- 
ern division. 

“The estimates of the western divis- 
ion have not been made yet. They are 
under the direction of Admiral Wal- 
ker’s son, V. W. G. Walker, and they 
will amount to not less than 30,000,000 
cubic yards more, making a total of 
115,000,000 cubic yards of all kinds of 
excavation to the harbor at Brito, and 
allowing 9,000,000 cubic yards for dredg- 
ing there, the total estimate will come 
to nearly 125,000,000 yards, exclusive of 
all dams and embankments. It will be 
seen that $135,000,000 will be a conserva- 
tive estimate of the entire cost of the 
canal, and this almost rees with 
those of Gen. Ihudlow’s report of 1896.

SOLD A SALTED MINE. 


GIROUX ACCUSED OF CLEANING UP 
$20,000 THAT WAY. 


Arrested Last at El Paso and Will 
Be Taken to Baker City, Where 
He Did the Alleged Selling—Sen- 
sation Created—Eloped With a 
Friend’s Wife. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO TIMES.) 

EL PASO (Tex.,) Dec. 23.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Deputy Sheriff S. S. Horner 
of Baker City, Or., arrived here Decem- 
ber 19, but did not disclose his identity 
until last evening. He came to get 
Eugene ~L. Giroux, arrested here De- 
cember 12, as a fugitive from Baker 
City, on a certified copy of an indict- 
ment sent to the Chief of Police of this 
city, charging that Giroux obtained [20,. 
000 under false pretenses by selling a 
salted mine to a French syndicate at 
Baker City. 

Considerable of a sensation was cre- 
ated by the arrest, from the fact that 
Giroux has been a resident of El Paso 
for a year and has stood high in min- 
ing circles as an expert, and recently 
purchased an interest in the Pilares 
mine, one of the richest in Northern 
Chihuahua, Mex., which he managed 
for a time. He pleaded guilty to the 
indictment and was released on bond. 
Soon afterward he left for Nogales, 
Ariz., and when the officer from Ore-. 
gon arrived he was at that point. 

Giroux returned yesterday, and Dep- 
uty Sheriff Horner immediately made’ 
known his mission to him. The fugitive 
said he would go if requisition papers 
were obtained, but would not go with- 
out them. Dist.-Atty. White of Baker 
City arrived with the Sheriff, but ne 
continued his journey to Austin to pro- 
cure requisition papers, and he is ex- 
pected here tomorrow. 

Giroux has requested the Sheriff to 
allow him to close certain mining deals 
before he is escorted back to Oregon, 
and Deputy Horner has consented to 
grant his request. Giroux was accoin- 
panied during his sojourn in El Paso 
by a remarkably handsome woman. The 
Chief of Folice of El Paso asserted that 
he had eloped with the wife of his best 
friend, from Baker City, and _ today 
Giroux printed a card stating that he 
had married the woman at Denver. He 
admitted that she left her husband and 
has a family,but excused himself by de- 
claring that each of them had procured 
a divorce and that they were legally 
married at Denver. 


HAWALIAN BILL. 


PACIFIC COAST MEN WANT A DATE 
CHANGED. 


Should Be August 12, When the Flag 
Was Raised, and not July 7, 
When the Resolution Was 
Signed, for Commercial Rena- 
sons, They Say.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Many efforts by Pacific 
Coast men are being made to have 
changed the date in the Hawaiian Bill, 
which makes effective all changes of 
sovereignty of the republic befure the 
time of the raising of the flag. One of 
the protests which has come to Senator 
Perkins sets forth that there were por- 
chased and put under ths flag of the 
republic of Hawaii several ships, 
which, if the date of the Americans’ 
teking of the islands is made July 7, 
when the President signed the resolu- 


tion, instead of August 12, when the flag |. 


was raised,.will be without any fiag. 

These purchases are said to have leon 
made between those dates and made in 
good faith. The facts were Ilsid before 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations by Perkins and will be fully 
considered. There is another point 
whieh is to be taken up in this rela- 
tion. Under the bill of the committee 
there are named three sub-ports of ¢n- 
try which will be erected when the bill 
becomes a law. Thee are not only 
ports which are now in receipt of busi- 
ness that is, but there is coming to 
other ports of the group such an 
amount of commerce as should entitle 
the shippers to all accommodations 
which a sub-rort gives. 

It ig proposed by Senator Perking that 
the Secretary of the Treasury be given 


power to name such sub-ports 
of entry as may b=: deemed 
necessary in the future, and this 
will be accomplished by the 


men of the coast Who are now shipping 
and clearing cargoes from these ports 
of islands not in¢luded in the bill ag 
reported. There is said to be in the 
bill an attempt to make all the com- 
merce of the islands pay tribute .to 
Honolulu, /

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] More business is being done 
now by the merchants and manufactur- 
ers of the United States than at any 
previous time in the history of the 
country. When the accounts for De- 
cember are made it will be seen that 
the total volume of business for the 
month was greater than that for any 
month of any other year. | 

This is the prosperity record: Bal- 
ance of trade in favor of the United 
States, December, estimated, $75,000,- 
000; increase in exports for December 
over December, 1897, estimated, per 
cent., 25; iron and steel, increase of ex- 
ports for 1898 over 1897, per cent., 50; 


orders for iron and steel products now 
in process of filling in the United 
States for foreign use, tons, 142,000; 


for domestic use, tons, 24,600; bread- 
stuffs, provisions, cotton, cattle, hogs 
and petroleum, increase of exports for 
1898 over 1897, $100,000,000; general mer- 
chandise, increase of exports for 1898 
over 1897, $50,000,000; excess of exports 
of United States over those of Great 
Britain for 1898, $200,000,000; excess of 
tonnage of vessels entering and clear- 
ing at New York over that for London, 
1898, tons, 900,000. 

The tale of prosperity which is be- 
ing told by the trade features of the 
year is something bewildering. It 
shows that thé United States stands 
nearer to the leadership of the world 
of commerce and industry than any 
but the mdést enthusiastic had dreamed, 
In a period when a great national war 
was carried on, the business of the 
country has marched steadily on with 
strides rapid almost beyond belief. 

There are some things over which 
Americans may be proud and upon 
which foreigners may pause long to 
reflect. The exports of the country are 
vastly greater than they ever were 
before, and though the imports have 
increased remarkably, the exports have 
increased so much faster that the bal- 
ance of trade is running about $75,- 
000,000 a month in favor of the United 
States, a condition the results of which 
have already been seen in the efforts 
of foreign nations to borrow in Ameri- 
can money markets. 

The export trade of the United States 
is far greater than that of Great Brit- 
ain. For December thus far the bank 
clearings have been 17.8 per cent. larg- 
er than for the same time in 1892. The 
figures for exports and imports tell 
the same story in even a more specific 
way. They show the tremendous pro- 


ductive power of the country, and 
they make clear how great is the pres- 
sure for its entrance on a grand scale 
into the international commerce 
the world. 


ANOTHER SWEET CUT. 


Arbuckle Brothers Redace the Price 
of Refined Sugar. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] + 

CHICAGO, Dec. 23.—The 
headquarters of Arbuckle 
announced another cut in the price of 
refined sugar. Quotations of 5.14 cents 
per pound were made to retail deal- 
ers direct, jobbers being ignored in yes- 
terday’s cut. This is about three-six- 
teenths of a cent below the American 
Sugar Refining Company's price. 

The reduction made by the Arbueckles 
has not been met by the trust. When 
asked today the reason for selling to 
retailers direct, instead of dealing with 
jobbers, Arbuckle said that their prices 
had not been recognized in the com- 
bine. There was a strong feeling as far 
as jobbers were concernéd, but 
whether the practice of dealing with 
retailers would be continued had not 
been decided. ,

Clayton-Bulwer Treaty

Our Friends Across the Pond

Indications That the Passage of the 
Nicaragua Canal Bill is Certain, 
To Prevent Fraudulent Use of 
Revenue Stamps. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] At last the State Departe 
ment practically admits the truth of 
the report that it is trying to induce 
England to abrogate the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, which stands in the way of the 
construction of the Nicaragua Canal 
by the United States. These dispatches 
indicated this fact several weeks agy, 
but in itself it is unimportant any Way, 
though indirectly it is of great inpor- 
tance. England will be quite willing te 
abrogate this treaty and therefore ne- 
gotiationgs may be expected to proceeg 
without a hitch till completed. 

An important fact is that President 
McKinley should‘actually begin nego- 
tiations before Congress has passed the 
bill authorizing the construction of the 
canal. . Should the canal bill fail of pas- 
sage, the President would cut a sorry 
figure before English diplomats. It 
must be concluded that before opening 
these negotiations the President knew 
pretty well what voting strength the 
canal bill had in the Senate and House, 
and he probably would not have ale 
lowed negotiations to open at all if de- 


feat at the hands of Congress were in 


sight. 

Evidently the President intends to 
throw the full strength of the adminis- 
tratior behind this bill and put it 
through the Senate and House with fly- 
ing colors when the proper time comes, 
That is the view of the matter gener- 
ally taken here tonight, and it appears 
to be the sane view, for if there is any- 
thing President McKinley does not pro- 
pose to do it is to make himself ridicue 
lous. 


The State Department originally did 


“not contemplate a formal opening of 


negotiations to secure the desired 
amendment of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty until Congress had made some 
progress at least toward the enact- 
ment of the Nicaraguan Canal Bill, the 
department wishing not to be place@ 
in the false position of negotiating for 
an object which Congress might, before 
the conclusion, deem to be undesirable, 
After the experience had with the genie 
eral arbitration treaty there is @ paPe 
ticuarly strong disinclination’ to be. 
again placed in this attitude. However, 
now that the matter has been brought 
into such prominence, the negotiations 
may be opened at an earlier date tham 
was originally contemplated, though 
it may be taken for granted that their 
initiation will be an evidence of the 
President’s conviction that Congress 
will pass some acceptable canal bill Dée 
fore adjourning. 

Although the gain’ to English come 
merce that may be fairly expected to 
result the construction of the 
canal by the American government will 
make, the waterway as important to 
Great Britain as it is to the United 
States, there is still evidence going te 
show that the British government may 
seize upon the opportunity to ask for @ 
quid pro quo. It is hard to perceive 
just now what shape this will take 
but it is suggested with considerable 
plausibility that this may afford the 
key to the solution of the reciprecity 
problem, which has so greatly embar- 
rassed the Canadian joint high come 
mission. In other words, consideration 
of the relinquishment of her rights ip 
the Nicaraguan Canal, England may 
ask for Canada a much more liberal 
reciprocity than could be are 
ranged under existing circumstances,

But the American Government Tol- 
erates No Fooling. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—So far as 
can be learned here the conflicting 
claims between the French goverrment 
and the United States government at 
Shanghai, China, do not involve any 
broad question relating to the acquisi- 
tion of large tracts of China by France. 

Complaint was made to this govern- 
ment that the French representative in 
China under guise of extending the 
limits of their extra territorial conces- 
sion in Shanghai, had included in the 
claim certain property, valued mainly 
for riparian uses, which had long been 
occupied or enjoyed by American citi- 
gens and American corporations.

MINORITY REPORT. 


Btates Objection to Hull Bill and 
Offers a Substitute. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, Dec, 23.—The minor- 
ity of the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs filed with the clerk of the House 
their report on the Hull Bil] to in- 
crease the army to 100,000 men. It says, 

in part: | 
"“The minority of the committee dis- 
pent from the majority of the commit- 
tee because the bill reported makes a 
anent standing army for. the 
nited States of over 100,000. Such an 
army is not necessary to be main- 
tained in this country now, neither be- 
cause of our relations to the islands 
of the sea, nor because of any neces- 
sity which in the past year has arisen 
in this country itself. 

“Tt is estimated that the Hull Bill 
will cost the people annually the sum 
of $150,000,000. This would be a _ per- 
manent charge upon the people, $145,- 
000.000 is now being paid annually to 
the soldiers of the civil war and the 
war with Spain, thus placing a perma- 
ment charge of $295,000,000 the 
people of the United States, and this 
to maintain the military establishments 
alone, to say nothing of the navy- 

“It is well understood that the great 
corporate interests of the country are 
demanding this large standing army, 
their reasons for such a demand are 
too obvious to be pointed out. These 
interests want force to enforce their 
demands. and a President dominated 
by such interests wowld have, with 
such a standing army, the means at his 
hand to invade the liberties of the peo- 
ple, to suppress freedom of speech 
and to desecrate the ballot box itself.” 

The minority presents a substitute 
bill, providing for an army of 30,000 
men. The substitute also provides for 
60.000 volunteers to be taken from the 
States*and Territories, and the District 
of Columbia, in proportion to popula- 
tion; t e volunteers to be mustered 
out of the service of the United States 
within two years of the date of the 
passage of the act unless sooner ter- 
minated. Their organization is to be 
‘' the same as that of the regular army. 

Representative Hay.of Virginia, who 

prepared the minority report, estimates 

that the regular army establishment 
provided for in the minority substi- 
tute. would entail an annual expen- 
diture of $30,000,000, or about $1000 
per man, and the the volunteer force 
of 50.000 men by the same ca tion 
would cost $50,000,000, or a total dur- 
ing the existence of the volunteer army 
of $80,000,000.

HAVANA, Dec. 23.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] At the joint meeting of the United 
States and Spanish military commls- 
sioners today the programme was fin- 
ally agreed upon for the change of 
flags on January 1, at noon. 

Just before the noon hour the Amer'!- 
can and Spanish commissioners, Gen. 
Castellanos, the Spanish captain-gen- 
eral and the American ranking officer 
in Cuba, Maj.-Gen. John R. Brooke, 
if he arrives in time, and otherw!Ise 
Maj.-Gen. Lee, will assemble at the 
palace, 

The Spanish co issioners will then 
surrender the government to the United 
States commissioners, who will im- 
mediately transfer it to the American 
general commanding. After this the 
various functionaries will remain a 
While to receive those who may wish 
to pay their respects to the incoming 
authorities. 

It was agreed at the joint meeting 
that the Spanish troops remaining in 
Cuba after January 1, should be con- 
sidered in the light of foreign troops 
in a friendly country, and to be ac- 
corded the privileges usually granted 
under international law. The quar- 
ters, buildings and grounds occupied 
by them are to be covered by the im- 
munities of extra territoriality, and 
further stipulations were entered into 
respecting the prevention of any dis- 


turbance of public order consequent 
upon their presence. 

Matanzas and Cienfuegos will doubt- 
less be the only places where Spanish 
troops will remain after January 1, 
and Cienfuegos will be evacuated last. 
The Spanish sick in the hospitals will 
remain under’ the safeguard of the 
American flag, the Spansh authorities 
providing medicines, attendance and 
food repatriating them on recovery. 

Gens. Wade, Butler and Clous, ac- 
companied by their aides, were re- 
ceived at the palace today with full 
military honors. The Spanish trump- 
eters blew a flare and the police guards 
saluted. The same ceremonies marked 
the retirement of the American officers. 


MEDALS AND SCROLLS. 


President and Gen. Wood Honored 
by Santiago Authorities. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Dec. 23.—[By 
Atlantic Cable.] Sefior Bacardo, the 
Mayor of Santiago, accompanied by the 
City Council, visited Gen. Wood, the 
military governor, today to present 
him with an old Spanish medal of 
honor, of embossed gold, with a chain 
and ‘a parchment scroll containing the 
words: 


“To make one’s self beloved by the 
people in difficult moments is the best 
of victories.” 

The deputation requested Gen. Wood 
to forward a similar medal to Presi- 
dent McKinley, with a scrool contain- 
ing the declaration: 

“A people never forgets its bene- 
factors.”’ 

Gen. Wood, replying in a few appro- 
priate remarks of thanks, promised to 
forward the medal and scroll to Wash- 
ington, assuring the Mayor and Coun- 
cilmen that he was confident that 
President McKinley would be gratified 
to receive them. 


FRENCH STEAMER RELEASED. 


Made a !rize of War, buat not Held 
by the Courts, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
CHARLESTON (S. C.,) Dec. 23.—In 
the United States District Court today 
Judge Brawley handed down a de- 
cision discharging the Olinde Rodri- 
guez, the French steamship, made a 
prize of war by the New Orleans on 
July 17. The ship belonged to the 
Transatlantic line, and at one time it 
seemed as though international com- 
plications might grow out of her re-

CABANAS AND MORO, 


Spanish Prisons Reing Prepared for 
Delivery to Americans. 
fA, Pr. EARLY MCRNING NEPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—A, dispatch ‘to 
the World from Havana says Cabanas 
and Moro are being prepared for deliv- 
ery to the Americans. Every article 
capable of being moved has been taken 
away, all the swords have been de- 
stroyed or packed in huge -cases for 
transportation to Spain, and the in- 
teriors of the huge houses which have 
held so many Spanish secrets have 
been prepared for the flood of light 
which will be thrown on them when the 
American troops march in. Secrecy as 
dark as the grave has been maintained 
in regard to both these places, and 
the destiny of their thousands of pris- 
oners is still unknown. Friends and 
relatives of missing men await anxi- 
ously to ascertain whether they still 
linger in dungeons or have gone the 
way of thousands of others in the 
bloody Jaurel ditch. The Spanish gov- 
ernment is exceedingly anxious not to 
leave behind a trace showing the gross 
irregularity with which trials have 
been conducted, or the exact number of 
victims who have gone to their doom 
there. 

During the past two days La Machina 


wharf has been crowded with depart- 


ing Spanish soldiers. The sight of 
these men, embarked, was pitiful in 
the extreme—sallow, wan, filthy, with 
a starved look and scarcely enough 
strength to carry their rifles. Even of 
those who still retained regimental for- 
mation many will die on the way 
home. The men were scarcely able, 
after a quick march through the town, 
to hold their places in the boats taking 
them to the transports, and several 
fainted from sheer exhaustion on the 
way.. As for the sick, their condition 
was beyond description. Suffering from 
all kinds of diseases, principallly fevers 
and horrible skin complaints, many 
died before they were lodged on board 
the fearfully-crowded transports, One 
poor felow on La Machina wharf asked 
for water and was given a large glass 


iced. He took a huge gulp and fell 


and no more 


back dead. The shock of the cold on 
ie frame killed him on the 
spot, 

Ikefore the Cheribou sailed a permit 
from a Spanish officer enabled the 
World correspondent to go aboard and 
ascertain the conditions. She was 
crowded from truck to keel, having 
more than 2000 on board, 600 of whom 
were sick. These latter unfortunates 
were crowded in cots on the lower deck, 
surrounded by filth of every description, 
and a stench unbearable. They had 
been only ten hours aboard, but eight 
had died and their bodies waited burial 
when the ship got to sea. Uncared for, 
living and dead lay together, their 
bodies touching in some cases, a dead 
man’s stiffened arm resting on the 
shoulder of a still-suffering comrade. 
Three doctors and _ several hospital 
corps will go with the ship, but there 
is a total absence of medicines and sup- 
plies. One doctor estimated that 30 
per cent. would die on the voyage. 


SPANISH TROOPS SAIL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


HAVANA, Dec. 23.—The Spanish 
transport Darmstadt sailed today for 
Cadiz with 2727 officers and men. About 
S000 Spanish troops have embarked this 
week for Spain; some 8000 others are 
left in Havana. It is estimated that 
there are 15,000 Spanish soldiers at 
Matanzas, and there are about 30,000 
Spanish troops in Cienfuegos. The 
Spanish troops here will withdraw to 
ae and Cienfuegos after Janu- 
ary 1. 

The widow and daughter of Gen. 
yarcia have been left in poverty, and 
patriotic societies are contributing to 
their relief. Preparations for proces- 
sions, dinners and speeches on New 


Year’s day are being made all over 
the country. 


FIVE-DAY CELEBRATION. 

[A. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—A dispatch 
to the World from Havana says the 
effort will be made to have Gen, 
Gomez take part in the five-day cele- 
bration of the Spanish evacuation of 
Cuba, beginning January The 
junta, various patriotic clubs, and an 
Executive Committee in each district 
have appointed a general committee 
to make arrangements and raise funds 
for the purpose. A great meeting will 
be held in the Tacon Theater, at which 
speeches will be delivered by well- 
known Cubans, All the clubs will 
combine in a grand procession, a huge 
race meeting will be held, and a cam- 
paign dinner party will be given to the 
Cuban troops. Solemn high mass will 
be celebrated in the morning at the 
Cathedral, at which prayers, suitable 
to the occasion, will be read. Arches 
will be erected in all the principal 
streets, and the houses will be deco- 
rated. Numerous private balls will be 
given, to which invitations by the 
hundreds are being showered on the 
American officers. 
Strong protests are being made by 
the Cubans against the enlisting in the 
new police force of men who were lately 
guerrillas in the Spanish army. 

The first fight over electric street 
franchises will be begun after January 
1. William Mackenzie, the president 
of the Toronto Street Railway Com- 
pany, who is here with colleagues rep- 
resenting a Montreal and Toronto syn- 
dicate, is confident of obtaining a con- 
cession. The situation now, since the 
revocation of the franchise granted 0 
the American syndicate by the civil 
governor, is just as it was before. The 
Canadians will again make an offer, 
and it is believed in financial circles, 
that the Harvey syndicate will enter 
the fleld again without the Montreal 
and Halifax backing of its previous 


offer. 
ILLNDSS AND FILTH. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—A dispatch 
to the World from Havana says the 
civil register there today shows a total 
of forty-nine deaths in the city in the 
last twenty-four hours, and two nar- 
ishes where the death rate was usually 
high, made no report. The mortality 
last week was at the rate of 106 in every

SCHEMERS BALKED. 


They Cannot Gobbie Up Anything 
They Want in Cuba. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Informa- 
tion has reached the administration 
that the local sovernments of cities of 
Cuba and Porto Rico are constantly 
being besieged by capitalists and pro- 
moters, with a view to securing valu- 
able railroad and other franchises and 
concessions at figures below their 

value. 

The matter was discussed at today’ 
Cabinet meeting, and instructions will 
be sent’ at once to the military govern- 
ment to exercise extreme care in ap- 
proving such grants, and if any grants 
be found to be not in the interests of 
the people, or secured at figures below 
their real value, to veto them forth- 
With. Since the close of the war nu- 
merous schemes to secure the mo- 
nopoly of street lighting, street rail- 
roads, ete., have been started on the 
assumption that when the United 
States took the control of affairs, large 
sums of money would seek investment 
there, and that a fortune could be 
easily made. The local €overnments, i 
is said, have been disposed to grant 
these monopolies very freely upon th: 
payment down of a considerable sum 
but from this time forward each case 
Will be carefully scrutinized, and al) 
“wildeat” schemes will be promptly ve 
toed. 

PRESIDENT THANKED. . 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT,]

THIS SETTLES IT.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—The War 
Department today authorized the fol- 
lowing: 

“The following order has beén sen 
by the Secretary of War to the com- 
manding officers in\ Cuba, Porto Rico 
and the Philippines: ‘Unless otherwise 
ordered, no grant or concessions o 
publio or corporate rights ar franchises 
tor the construction of public or auasi- 


public works, such as railroads, tram- 
ways, telegraph and telephone lines, 
waterworks, gasworks, electric-light 
lines, etc., shall be made by any mu- 
nicipal or other local government or 
body in Cuba or Porto Rico or the 
Philippines, except upon the approval 
of the major-general commanding the 
military forces of the United States in 
Cuba, Porto Rico or the Philippines, 
who shall, before approving any such 
grant or concession, be so specially au- 
thorized by the Secretary of War.” 

MAJ. HOPKINS’S REPORT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT SEPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Maj. Hop- 
kins, military aide to Secretary Alger, 
returned to Washington today from 
Cuba. He was sent by the Secretary 
from Savannah to Havana on the 
transport Mobile, which made her first 
trip since being refitted, with a view 
to reporting personally to the Secre- 
tary upon the adequacy of this kind 
of transport for army service. 

Mai. Hopkins believes that the Mo- 
bile is worthy to form the nucleus of a 
first-class army transport. It is not 
definitely decided that the Mobile will 
be sent to Manila, as was originally 
proposed, for there is a demand just 
now for her services in supplying the 
remainnig troops needed to garrison 
Cuba. 

BANDS OF BANDITTI. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Dec. 23.— 
Lieut.-Col. Ray reports to Gen. Wood 
that several bands of banditti are op- 
erating in the neighborhood of Guan- 
tanamo. He also asserts that Col. 
Francisco Valiente is arming the in- 
surgents, and that there may be trou- 
ble. Evidently Lieut.-Col. Ray is un- 
der a misaporehension, as Col. Vali- 
ente has not been in the neighborhood 
of Guantanamo for a month. Probably 
the fact that the gendearmie have ar- 
rived has been reported to Col. Ray, 
and this is the foundation of his er- 
ror. As a matter of fact Col. Valiente 
was the first Cuban officer to urge his 
men to disarm, and his services of chief 
of gendearmie are highly appreciated 


by Gen. Wood. 


THE RAILWAYS WIN. 


Famous North Dakota Rate Case is 
Decided at Last. 

FARGO (N. D.,) Dec. 23.—After 
many months’ work and thousands 
of dollars expended in securing expert 
testimony, the famous North Dakota 
railroad-rate case was decided by 
United States Judge Amidon today in 
favor of the railroads. The decision is 
concurred in by United States Judge 
Thayer. 

Pursuant to a law enacted by the 
last Legislature the railréad commis- 
sioners made a slightly reduced freght 
tariff. The railroads obtained an in- 
junction in the United States Court 
preventing the enforcement of the 
rates. Judge Amidon then appointed 
Attorney Lovell a special master to 
take testimony in the case. Attor- 
ney-General Crown and he devoted 
practically an entire year to the case, | 
assisted by a number of experts. The 
decision is to the effect that capital 
has a right to proper remuneration, and 
North Dakota failed to show that the 
railroad rates more than yield a proper 
income on the capital invésted. All 


the roads in the State had joined in 
the contest. 


MONEY IN POLTITIcs. 


Letter by Senator Chandler on That 
Old Subject. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

MANCHESTER (N. H.,) Dec. 23.— 
Senator William E. Chandler has ad- 
dressed a letter to the Union upon the 
growth and use of money in politics in 
New Hampshire— ‘Shall it increase or 
stop?”

In this 
letter Mr. Chandler reviews the various 
methods of financing political cam- 
paigns in New Hampshire from the 
earliest days to the present.

were each sentenced by Judge Boyd to- 
day to enghteen months in the peniten- 
tiary. When Judge Boyd asked if they 
had anything to say why senténoe 
should not be pronounced, Bowling 
arose and said he believed that the girl 
had colored blood in her veins and in 
marrying her he acted in good faith. 

The girl said nothing. 

The couple came here from Pennsyl- 
vania and were married several months 
ago. Judge Boyd in passing sentence 
said it was the first prosecution of the 
kind in Maryland. 


Capt. Barry’s Appointment. 


ST. JOHNS (N. F.,) Dec. 23.—Capt. 
Henry D. Barry, assistant director of 
the Naval Intelligence Office of the 
British admiralty has been appointed 
to the commana of the British squad- 
ron in Newfoundland waters with the 
rank of commodore, and the cruiser 
Comus as his flagship. The appointment 
will go into effect next season. The 
squadron will be increased by heavier 
vessels than have heretofore been as- 
signed here.

AMERICA WILL CONTROL, 


PHILIPPINE ARCHIPELAGO COMES 
UNDER EAGLE’S WINGS. 


United States Troops Ordered to 
Iloilo to Take the Post—A Com- 
mander With Much Authority. 


French Fired Upon. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Notwithstanding the War 
Department professes to have no offi- 
cial confirmation of the story of a bat- 
tle at Iloila between practically un- 
armed Filipinos and Spanish regulars, 
resulting in great slaughter to the 
rebels, ex-Secretary Alger yesterday 
sent orders by cable to Maj.-Gen. Otis 
at Manila, to send a force of United 
States troops to Iloilo. This action is 
the first aken by the administration 
toward extending authority over the 
Philippines beyond the city, harbor 
and bay of Manila, and is important 
as an idication of the intention of the 
government to place the archipelago 
under American control sooner than 
was originally intended. It was said 
last evening that the instructions of 
the government to Gen. Otis did not 
result from reports of the fighting 
above referred to. Alger declined to 
say how many troops had been ordered 
out. There are four or more transports 
at Manila, each capable of carrying 
at least 600 men. It is the ynderstand- 
ing that the troops will move at the 
first opportunity after the receipt of 
the orders. The transports can reach 
lloilo from Manila in thirty-six hours. 
On the arrival of the Americans the 
Spaniards are expected to surrender 
the post, as was done at Manila. It is 
believed that the outrages reported 
today unquestionably led to this 
prompt action, as it was the intention 
of the War Department to send no 
troops to places other than Manila uh- 
til after the confirmation of the treaty 
of Paris by the Senate. The occupation 
of all the Philippine posts will follow 
in rapid succession. 

PRESIDENT’S PROCLAMATION. 
The President is considering the ad- 
visability of sending by telegraph to 
Gen. Otis the text of his proclamation 
prepared for promulgation to the in- 
habitants of the Philippine archipelago, 
announcing the cession of the-territory 
to the United States by the treaty of 
Paris. It was said on high authority 
yesterday that there is nothing start- 
ling or of great political significance 
in the document. 


OFFICERS DESERTING. 


A special from Manila this morning 
says the lower class of Filipino officers 
have recently deserted with large 
numbers of armed soldiers, and have 
attacked various towns. This is the 
result of Aguinaldo having refused 
to recognize the rank of these officers. 
Several of the native local authorities 
at Manila, who had abused their posi- 
tions and were unpopular in the prov- 
inces, have been murdered or their 
property sequestrated. Town Caz- 
ling, for instance, which was defended 
by 600 of Aguinaldo’s troops, has been 
taken and looted by malcontents. It 
is reported that the Spaniards of Cebu 
have capitulated. 


CLOTHED WITH POWER. 
The orders to Commander Taussig 
of the U.S.S. Bennington, now at 
Honolulu, to occupy Wake Island, 


which will go out from San Francisco 
today, clothe him with wide discretion 
on reaching Port Louis 4d’Apara, 
authority being given him to acquire 
not only all Spanish state property, 
but any private holdings that he deems 
essential to a first-class naval station, 
having anticipated an enormous 
expansion of American transpacific 
commerce. He will erect the necessary 
wharves to land coal from che Brutus, 
and also such buildings 4s are essential. 
The Bennington will remain at Gaum 
until the Yosemite, now et Norfolir, 
which will be the regular station ship, 
can make the voyage to rer destination 
by way of the Suez Canal. 


FULL OF INACCURACIES. 

Rear-Admiral Walker said last even- 
ing that the printed statements con- 
cerning the preliminary report of the 
Nicaragua Canal commission were full 
of inaccuracies. In these statements the 
estimated cost of the canal is fixed 
at $135,000,000. They also purported to 
give many details of the construction 
by the proposed route. Much of this 
alleged information, Walker declares, 
cannot at this time be obtained by the 
commissioners themselves. He says the 
report which will be submitted to the 
Senate Committee is not in shape at 
all. “This printed report,” said he, 
“was written by someone who knows 
nothing at all about it, and has only 
enough general innformation in regard 
to the contemplated canal to get up a 
fake on the subject. The report of 
the commission is not even typewrit- 
ten as yet, and it will be some time 
before it can be submitted to the 
Senate Committee, as Gen. Hains is 
now ill with the grip at Baltimore, and 
no final step can be made toward its 
completion until he can be present to 
assist in the work.” 

MORGAN CONFIDENT. 

Senator Morgan of Alabama, said at 
Washington last night regarding the 
position of Great Britain on the Nic- 
aragua Canal: “Now that the canal 
is about to be built, some of our Sena- 
tors are egging on England’s claim 
concessions. We shall. guarasitée the 


- 


neutrailty of the canal bill and that i: 
all. England desires reciprocity. Sh: 
can get that with this country with 
out connection with the canal, Cer- 
tain Senators, whose position is mis 
understood, are saying: ‘Our whok 
souls are for the canal, but we don’: 
want to abrogate the treaty.’ All Eng 
land really cares for is reciprocity be 
tween this country and Canada. I am 


Senator Morgan Feels Confident. in favor of such reciprocity. This con- 


gress will authorize the construction 
of the canal.” 
FRENCH ATTACKED. 

It is reported from Singapore that 
the French agent in Luang Prabang 
province, having ordered a Siamese 
armed force to vacuate twenty-five kil- 
ometer zone -in accordance with the 
treaty of 1893, the Siamese refused 
and fired on the French agent and 
party, who were unarmed. The latter 
retired into the jungle. This news has 
been received by the Siamese Foreign 
Office and by two legations at Bang- 
kok. 

DANGER OF A CLASH... 

Both the Spanish and American offi- 
cials in Havana are much concerned 
over what to do with the Spanish 
troops while the Cubans are having 
their five days’ celebration of liberation 
from Spanish tyranny. The sight of 
a Spanish uniform during these days, 
it is feared, will be a signal of trouble 
The Spaniards are to keep their arms 
until they sail, and in case of a clash 
with the Cubans the American troops 
would have great difficulty in restoring 
order. | 

PROSPECTS POOR. 

The prospects for a Christmas dinner 
are not bright for the American 
soldiers who were not remembered by 
friends at home or for those Ameri- 
cans in Havana who live outside the 
hotels, unless they are blessed with 
gold mines. ‘Turkeys cost $6 apiece in 
the town, and $18 in the suburbs, and 
are scarce at that. Chickens bring $17 
a dozen. Eggs sell at 5 cents each, 
bread 9 cents a pound, sirloin steak at 
65 cents, and beer at 40cents a pint. 

JEW-BAITERS SNUBBED. 


«Jew-baiters received a snub in the 


noon. The. government’s’ recall of 
Mayor Regis of Algiers for countenan- 
cing anti-Semitic excesses, and the ap- 
pointment of his successor led to inter- 
pellations on the subject. That arch 
Jew-baiter, Edouard Drumont, who 


peessed himself scandalized by the 
call of Regis, and wanted an explana- 
tion of the government’s action. He 
warned Francethat another Cuba 
would spring up in Algiers, which, in 
a few years, would be lost to France, as 
Cuba and the Philippines had been lost 
to Spain, if the government’s policy 
was followed.

without success. Wake Island is said 
toa be by right already American ter- 
ritory for, in 1851, Admiral Wilkes sur- 
veyed the place and asserted title. It 
is not Mhabited so far as known at the 
present time, though in the past some 
guano gatherers have temporarily lived 
on the island. 

The Bennington at Honolulu, 
and the orders to will go out by 
steamer.

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—Admiral 
Sampson said that the perfecting of 
the customhouse service and the of- 
ficial police in the island were the two 
most {mportant features in connection 
with Cuba.

FIRST APPROPRIATION DOUBLED. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 23.—Col.

TROOPS FOR CUBAN DUTY. 


War Department Trying Hard to 
Put Them There Soon. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—There is 
every evidence in the War Department 
that strenuous efforts are making to 
put enough American troops in Cuba 
to meet any call upon them through 
the speedy evacuation of the Spanish 
garrisons, All the transports available 
at all Atlantio ports are being prepared 
under rush order for sailing south. The 
Spanish are carrying out their evacua- 
tion contract with unusual celerity, and 
there is some question whether Ameri- 
can troops can be concentrated at cer- 
tain points before the Spaniards leave. 

Meantime the Cubans are preparing 
for démonstrations during evacuation 
week, and it is thought very desirable 
to have an adequate force on hand to 
prevent any outbreak that would jeop- 
ardize the American entente at the 
outset. There will be thirteen customs- 
houses on the Cuban coast, to be turned 
over to American control, and, al- 
though some of these douwbtless will be 
closed, these ports will require a large 
guard. Besides this the War Depart- 
ment is having quité a search for com- 
petent customs men _ understanding 

panish to fill the customs officés. 


CHEMICAL ACTION, 


Gen. Miles Holds it Responsible for 
Illness in the Army. 
[A, P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

CINCINNATI, Deo, 23.—Gen. Miles 
returned to Washington today after be- 
ing the guest of honor here last night 
at the New England banquet. The 
Commercial Tribune today has the fol- 
lowing interview with him: When 
asked as to the investigation into the 
beef contract scandal he is now mak- 
ing, to which he referred in his testi-_ 
many Wednesday, Gen. Miles said: 

“My suspicions were aroused several 
months ago, and I at once instituted 
an investigation into tha matter of 
sending beef to the army in the West 
Indies. The testimony of Wednesday 
relating to 325 tons of refrigerated beef 
and 198,000 pounds of canned fresh beef 
which was unfit for food, is.,anly one 
item. How much more was sent to: 
Porto Rico I do not know.” 

“How about the beef supply for the 
army in Cuba?” 

“It was just as bad. The condi- 
tions there were no better than they 
were in Porto Rico as I indicated in my 
testimony.” 

“How about rations before the army 
embarked? Was the supply no better 
before the transports sailed than after 
the army was established in Cuba?” 

“It was the same at Tampa, and the 
same*-at Jacksonville.’’ 

“Will you give a little more light in 
what you meant by the assertion in 
your testimony before the War Com- 
mission yesterday?” 

Gen. Miles suggested that the food 
was sent to his large army under pre- 
tense of an experiment, “I think,” con- 
tinued Gen. Miles, “that that centence 
is sufficiently plain. Prestige is the 
precise term to be used. It is absurd 
to pretend that these enormous quan- 


tities of beef were sent to an entire 


army simply as an experiment. To ex- 
pect that beef can be exposed to the 
tropical sun for sixty hours without 
mortifying, is out of the question.” 

“How about the chemicals used in 
preparing this beef?’ 

“As I stated in my testimony I be- 
lieve that the action of these chem- 
icals was largely responsible for the 
sickness in the army. I have medical 
authority for this statement and I be- 
lieve it to be true.” 

“How far along has your own in- 
subject *prog- 
ressed 

“My inquiry is still in progress, and 
some of the most important informa- 
tion I have received has been acquired 
in the last few days.” 

“What channel will this investigation 
take upon its conclusion?” 

“I. will not discuss that. It is my 
duty to investigate any wrong existing 
in the army, and that I am now doing 
in the regular military manner. The 
work is not completed yet and until it 
is done, I have nothing to add to the 
statement before the War Committee 
yesterday.” | 

“What was the matter with\ the 
tents?’ 

“There were not enough of them. 


They were not suited to stand the wear, 
and some of them were poor.” 
HOWARD ON BUREAUCRACY, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Before the 
War Inquiry Board today, Gen. How- 
ard said he strongly opposed the bu- 
reaucracy, and he thought a command- 
ing general should be in absolute con- 
trol of his camp or corps. Gen. Wilson 
became interested at this, and asked 
if Gen. Howard thought the manage- 
nent of Camp Thomas had been ham- 
pered by bureaucracy. It took about 
fifteen minutes to get a direct answer 
to this, the witness offering numerous 
illustrations and examples of what he 
thought constituted bureaucracy. But 
on the third repetition of the question 
Gen. Howard said he thought there 
might have been something of the sort 
in connection with Camp Thomas. As 
to the lessons of the war, Gen. Howard 
said he thought it had been thoroughly 
proven that troops could be acclimated 
in southern. camps for service in the 
more malarious regions of the West In- 
dies. The examination then adjourned 
until Tuesday next.

The steamer Allianca has arrived at New 
York, and speaking about the secret mission 
of Commander Carlos Ferryros of the Peru- 
vian navy to France and Spain, Capt. Hickey 
said that the report that he was going to 
purchase warships was laughted at in Lima, 
and it was there said that if he made such 
a statement he would simply be romancing. 
Capt. Hickey said Peru is far too poor at 
present to indulge in luxuries like warships. 

A Constantinople cablegram states that 
Ghani Bey, the Sultan’s aide-de-camp, was 
murdered Thursday by Hafuse Pacha, in a 
quarrel which took place in a pastry cook’s 
house. Ghani Bey became notorious owing to 
his lawless proceedings in Epirus. He also in- 
spired terror at Constantinople by extorting 
money under threats of death. The officials 
of the foreign embassies have frequently de- 
manded the punishment of Ghani Bey, but al- 
ways unsuccegsfully. 


Among the passengers on the Allianca, 
which has arrived at New York, was Victor 
Fridian, who claims to be an American citi- 
zen, and who says that the Peruvian gov- 
ernment confiscated all of his property, ard 
that he.was compelled to fly to save his life. 
Fridian made his. way on a sailing ship to 

an Francisco, and there found epies await- 
ng him. Next he fled to the isthmus, and 
there became a steerage passenger on the 
Allianeca for New York. Fridian did not go 
into details of his troubles in Peru. Capt. 
Hiekey said that he had heard nothing 
about Fridian before boarding the Allianca. 


Night Dispatches Condensed. . 


The Atlas steamer Andes, which went 
ashore on Plumb Shore Reef Thursday while 
bound from Kingston, Jamaica, for New 
York, was towed into Port Royal yesterday 
for survey, apparently not seriously damaged. 

Gov. Bradley of Kentucky last night finally 
refused to extend cleméncy in the case of 
Bob Blanks of Mayfield, sentenced to be 
hanged on February 23 next, thus closing a 
rather sensational chapter in Kentucky his- 
tory. 


One man was instantly killed and angther 
seriously if not fatally injured in a collision 
which occurred off Liberty Island, New York, 
Friday, between the freight steamer Idaho 
of the Wilson line, and the tramp steamer 
Fiower Gate. The dead man was William 
Smith and the injured John Bigch. Both 
were firemen on the Idaho and were asleep 
at the time of the accident. 


A London cablegram states that the Berlin 
correspondent of the Standard says tha: 
despite the official announcement tkat 
Emperor William started for Potsdam at 5 
o’clock Thursday afternoon, it is asserted 
that he appeared suddenly at that hour at 
a meeting of the Prussian Cabinet, which 
was being held at the residence of Dr. ven 
Miquel, and remained until after 7 o’clock. 

The Washington government, according to 
a dispatch from Auckland, has instructed 
the United States Consul at Samoa to act 
with great vigilance, and not to entrust his 
duties to his British and German colleagues, 
says a London cablegram. It appears that 
the German agent has taken advantage of 
his collegues’ confidence to land guns and 
munitions of war without their knowledge, 
and also to obtain important advantages for 
German firms. 


Not Murder, but Desertion, 
NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—Isador Lor- 
ber, who surrendered himesli to the 


‘police in San Francisco and is now be- 


ing held for the New York authorities, 
probably will be released. The police 
state that all he did was to desert his 
wife, and there is no susprction that 
he had anything to do with her death, 
which occurred three days after his de- 
parture.

W. JAW BRYAN GETS HOME AND 
MAKES A SPEECH, 


Snys He Resigned After Fiwe 
Months in the Army Recause He 
Wants to Fight—Makes Remarks 
About the President—Talks Alle- 
gzorically of the Fiag. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

LINCOLN (Neb.,) Dec. 23.—Col. W. J. 
Bryan returned to Lincoln this after- 
noon, and was tonight tendered a re- 
ception at the Oliver Theater by the 
Woman's Bimetallic ‘Leacue. The 
house was crowded, and Col. Bryan re- 
ceived an ovation. He was introduced 
by Gov. Holcomb, who formally wel- 
comed him home and complimented 
him for his patriotism in enlisting in the 
army. After thanking his neighbors 
for their cordial welcome and compli- 
menting the members of his regiment, 
he justified his resicnation as follows: 

“T had five months of peace in the 
army, and resigned in order to take 
a part in a fight. I am as much inter- 
ested in the people of the United States 
as I am in the people of Cuba, and un- 
less I am mistaken in judging, we are 
called upon to meet more important 
problems in the United States just now 
than will confront our army in Cuba. 
Some of these problems were under 
discussion before hostilities began. 
Others have been thrust upon us as a 
result of the war. Let me improve 
this, my first opportunity to assure you 
that my zeal for the reforms advocated 
a few months ago has not in the least 
abated. Vital questions cannot be 
killed or buried, and we are dealing 
with vital questions when the call to 
arms resounded through the land. 


cepted the old standard as final. It 
has wrought more injustice in our 
country during the last twenty-five 
years than Spain has wrought in all 
her colonies, and opposition to it will 
grow until the gold and silver coinage 
of the Constitution is fully restored. 
The trusts which now flourish in de- 
fiance of law are more merciless than 
Weyler was, and. the new trust—the 
paper-money trust, which is seeking to 
obtain control of all the paper money 
of the nation—is a greater menace to 
the country’s welfare than any foreign 
foe. 

“There are, however, two new ques- 
tions which demand immediate atten- 
tion, because Congress is asked to act 
upon them at once. The President 
recommends that the recwar army be 
nermanently increased to 100,000 men. 
This question must be met now or not 
at all.” 

Taking up the subject of imperialism, 
Mr. Bryan said thatthe. President 
misinterpreted the sentiment of the 
people. They are opposed to giving 
the Philippine Islands back to Spain, 
but they have not as yet declared in 
favor of embarking upon a colonial 
policy. So great a change, he said, 
could not be undertaken without more 
investigation and deliberation than the 
people had yet given to the subject. 

The principal part of Mr. Bryan’s 
speech was devoted to the Philippine 
question. In this connection, he re- 
ferred to President McKinley’s inquiry, 
“Who will haul down the flag,” and 
replied: “The flag is a national em- 
blem, and is obedient to the national 
will. It is made for the people, not 
the people for the flae. When the 
American people want the flag raised, 
they raise it; when they want it hauled 
down. they haul it down. The flag was 
raised upon Canadian soil during the 
war of 1812, and it was hauled down 
when peace was restored. The flag 
was planted upon Chepultepec during 
the war with Mexico and it was hauled 
down when the war was over. The 
morning papers announce that Gen. 
Lee ordered the flag hauled down in 
Cuba yesterday, becauswe it was raised 
too soon. The flag will be raised in 
Cuba again on the ist of January, but 
the President declares in his message 
that it will be hauled down as soon as 
a stable government is_ established. 
Who will deny to the people the richt 
to haul the flag down in the Philip- 
pines, if they so desire, when a stable 
government is established there? 

“Our flag stands for an indissoluble 
union of indestructible States. Every 
State is represented by a star and every 
Territory sees in the Constitution a 
star of hope that will some day take 
its place in the constellation. What is 
there in the flag to awaken the zeal 
or resent the inspirations of vassal 
colonies, which are too good to cast 
away, but not good enough to be ad- 
mitted to the sisterhood of States? 
Shall we keep the Philippines and 
amend our flag? Shall we add a new 


that we have entered upon a career 
of conquest? Or shall we borrow the 
yellow, which in 1886 was the badge -of 
gold and greed, and paint Saturn and 
his rings to suggest a carpet-bag gov- 
ernment, with its schémes of spoilation? 
Or shall we adorn our flag with a Milky 
Way composed of a multitude of minor 
stars, representing remote and insig- 
nificant dependencies? 

“No, a thousand times better to haul 
down the Stars and Stripes and substi- 
tute the flag of an independent repub- 
lic, than to surrender the doctrines that 
give glory to ‘Old Glory.’ It was the 
flag of our fathers in the years that 
are gone; it is the flag of a reunited 
country today; let it be the flag of our 
nation in the years that are to come. 
Its stripés of red tell of the blood that 
was shed to purchase liberty: its 
stripes of white proclaim the pure and 
heaven-born purpose of a government 
which derived its just powers from the 
eonsent of the governed. The mission 
of the flag is to float, not over a con- 
glomeration of commonwealths, but 
over ‘the land of the free and the home 
of the brave,’ and to that mission it 
must remain ‘forever true—forever 
true.’ ”’ 

Col. Bryan’s speech was the only one 
of length at the reception.

FRESNO, Dec, 23.—The Fresno 
County grand jury created another sen- 
sation this afternoon when it found 
accusations against all the members 
of the Fresno City Board of Trustees, 
charging them with corrupt conduct

The officers accused of malfeasance 
are Mayor C. J. Craycroft, and Trustees 
FE. M. Chittenden, Joseph Spinney, W. 
F. McVey and E. L. Austin. 

The specific charge against them is 
that they have squandered the funds 
of the city in paying $1795.25 for the 
reconstruction of an engine-house 
without first having advertised for bids. 
It is alleged that the amount is over 
$100 in excess of what it would have 
been had bids been called for in that 
manner. The engine-house in question 
was built for the Fresno fire depart- 
ment over a year ago at the instance 
of Trustee Joe Spinney at a cost of 
$10,000. It is one of the finest of its 
kind in the State. 

The evidence against the accused 
officials: seems to be conclusive, and it 
is thought that they will be ousted from 
office. . 

They will be notified of the grand 
jury’s action in the morning and 
ordered to answer before the Superior 
Court within ten days. The proceed- 
ing is only quasi criminal in nature, 


the object being simply to oust the 
Trustees from_office. 


PRICE OF WINES. 


Cc. A. Buckley Reported to Have 
Sold at Adwanced Figures, 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 23.—The Ex- 
aminer says C., A. Buckley has sold 
to Chevalier & Co. of this ¢ity his ’97 
and ’98 wines at an advance price on 
that fixed by thé recent sale of the 
Wine-makers’ Corporation in their con- 
tract with the California association. 
He is to get 13% cents for red wines 
and 17 cents for white, the cellar in 
Livermore containing 175,000 gallons of 
red wine and about 22,000 gallons of 
white. He had held these wines for 
the growers, and the price he received 
will fix the price of ’97 grapes at $13.25 
for black grapes and $17 for twhite 
grapes, from which he may deduct a 
reasonable charge for storage and in- 
terest since September last. Thus it 
appears that the growers will get about 


$12 for black grapes and $15 for white 
grapes. 


MURDERER ROSSER’S CASE. 


An Attempt to Arouse San Francisco 
People to Violence.

FOUR WAMPUM BELTS. 


BONE OF CONTENTION IN THE NEW 
' YORK SUPREME COURT. 


Historic Hiawatha Belt One of Them, 
All at Present Possessed by John 
Boyd Thacher—State University 
Said to Be the Piaintiff—Varie- 
gated Testimony. | 


[A. P, EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


SYRACUSE (N._ Y.,) Dec. 23.—A. 
wampum case in the Supreme Court. 
Irrank S. Hiscock in the Supreme Court. 
Four wampum belts, which are the 
subject of the controversy, were spread 
out on the attorneys’ table. Heaps of 
documents and books accompany them. 
John Boyd Thacher, former Mayor of 
Albany, possesses the four wampums 
which the plaintiffs are trying to ob- 
tain. The most valuable is the Hla- 
watha belt, said to commemorate the 
confederation by Hiawatha in the six- 
teenth century of the five nations now 
forming the Iroquois. The other belts 
are supposed to symbolize other gfeat 
events in Indian history. 

Mr. Thacher bought the belts for $500 
from Rev. Oliver Crane of Boston. Mr. 
Crane purchased them from Gen. 
Henry B. Carrington, who took the 
Federal Indian ‘census in 1891. Gen. 
Carrington got them from the late 
Thomas Webster of the Onondagas. 
Mr. Thacher exhibited the weapons at 
the World’s fair. Soon afterward suit 
was brought against him in the name 
of the Onondaga nation by Teh-Hes-La, 
an Indian chief known in English as 
Daniel La Fort, and others of the tribe. 
The contention was that the wampums 
were national records and could no 
more properly be purchased than a 
marriage certificate on file in a County 
Clerk’s office. It is said that the Uni- 
versity of the State of New York is 
really the plaintiff in the suit, as it 
was, last February, voted official 
wampum-keeper for the five nations. 
A bill of sale of all. wampums in ex- 
istence was given at the time by the 
Indians to the university, which now 
has all the wampums, except the four 
which Mr. Thacher says he intends to 
keep.

The Ripening of Fruits. 
HE French Academy of Sciences 
once offered a prize for a proper 
elucidation of this important and 
highly-interesting subject. M. Bereard 
of Montpellier gained the prize, and 
the following summary of useful facts 
from his paper will no doubt interest 


readers: 


Fruits do not act on the air in the 
Same manner as leaves do. The re- 
sults of the action of the former, both 
in light and darkness, are at every in- 
stant of their formation and growth to 
suffer a loss of carbon, which, com- 
bining with the oxygen of the atmos- 
phere, forms carbonic acid. This loss 
of carbon is essential to the ripening 
of the fruit. for, if the latter be 
placed in an atmosphere deprived of 
oxygen the function of throwing out 
carbon will become, suspended, the 
ripening stopped, and if the fruit re- 
main attached to the tree or plant, 
it will dry up and die. 

Fruits which are inclosed in shells, 
however, may and do ripen, for’. the 
membranes which form the husk are 
naturally permeable to the air. Indeed, 
the communication between the exter- 
nal and internal air is so free that both 
have always been found to be of uni- 
form composition; that is, when an- 
alyzed the atmosphere within the shell 
has furnished the same relative quan- 
tities of oxygen and nitrogen as the 
air which we breathe. 

When fruits separated from the tree 
(even though capable of completing 
their own ripening) are placed in at- 
mospheres or media deprived of oxy- 
gen they will not ripen; the power of 
ripening, however, in such case is only 
suspended, and may be induced to act, 
or be reéstablished, by placing the 
fruit in an atmosphere capable of tak- 
ing carbon from it. If the fruit, how- 
ever, remain too long in the deoxy- 
genated situation it will have lost the 
power of ripening, even although it 
preserve nearly the same external ap- 
pearance. 

From these facts the inference is 
plain, but highly important—viz., that 
most fruits, and especially those which 
do not require to remain long on their 
parent trees, may be preserved for a 
considerable time, and thus their 
utility and the pleasure which they af- 
ford be prolonged. The most simple 
process consists in forming a paste of 


lime, sulphate of iron and water, plac- 


ing the same at the bottoms of glass 
or stone bottles or jars, and then in- 
troducing the fruit pulled a few days 
before it would otherwise have  be- 
come ripe. 
to be kept from the bottoms of the 
bottles or other vessels, and as much 
as possible from each other; at the 
same time care must be taken to close 
the bottle or jar with proper corks and 
cement. either with or without blad- 
dérs, or tin covers, according to cir- 
cumstances, persons at all acquainted 
with chemistry will perceive’ that 
fruits thus placed are situated in an 
atmosphere entirely freed from oxy- 
gen (which has been absorbed by the 
paste,) and, consequently, that they 


»may be preserved for a longer’ or 


shorter space of time, according to 
their nature—peaches, apricots, prunes 
and several species of plums, from 
twenty days to a month; pears and ap- 
ples, for full three months. If either of 


these fruits be withdrawn from their | 


confinement (after their respective 
periods) and be exposed to the air, they 
will ripen extremely well; but if these 
periods be much exceeded, they will 
undergo partial alteration and will not 
ripen at all. 

It is well known that when. ripe fruit 
is long exposed to the air it will ro: 
and decay; in such cases the fruit firs: 
changes the oxygen of the svrround- 
ing air into carbonic acid gas, and then 
the same gas is evolved from its own 
substance in a large quantity. Indeed, 
the presence of oxygen gas is neces- 
sary to the rotting or decaying of fruits. 
for when it is absent a different 
change takes place. When the fruit can- 
not ripen except on the tree its ripen- 
ing is not caused. by any chemic:! 
change of its -substance while siill 
green, but by the change or addition 
of new substances furnished to it by 
the capillary vessels of its parent sten. 
And it is a remarkable and well-ascer- 
tained fact that when fruits appear t> 
have lost the acid taste and qual:ties 
which they possessed in their unripe 
it is because that tasie is hi4d- 
jen by the large quantity of suga 
which they receive during the process 
of ripening. 

In those frwits which ripen after sep- 
aration from the tree, likewise the 
quantity of sugar is found considerably 
to increase; in such cases, however, it 
must be formed at the expense of the 
substance previously composing the 
fruit. Gum, lignin and water are the 
only substances present, the propor- 
ticns of which diminish during the 
process. It is, therefore, natuval for us 
to conclude that it is those portions of 
these substances which have disap- 
peared that have been converted into 
sugar: and as the lignin contains the 
greatest quantity of carbon, we must 
conclude that it is from it the oxygen 
takes the carbon in order to form car- 
bonic acid—a change so essential in the 
ripening of fruits. 

Tt is difficult to suppose that in those 
fruits which ripen early on the tree 
all the sugar should be sent into the 
fruit from the plant, It is much more 
prabable that the substance of the fruit

acts upon the air—or vice versa— and 
thereby forms sugar, like those fruits 
which have been separated from their 
parent stems, but not in sufficiently 
large quantity to render them identical 
in quality. In such cases it is neces- 
sary that recourse should be had to the 
tree itself to complete the process of 
ripening. 

In conclusion, it remains to be stated 
that the alteration which the lignin 
undergoes during the process of ripen- 
ing continues during the decay of the 
fruit under any circumstances, During 
the process of decay the lignin be- 
comes brown, and its decomposition, 2s 
well as that of the gum and water, oc- 
casions the formation of comparatively 
large volumes of carbonic acid gas. 
The sugar also (if any exist) becomes 
decomposed at this time, and to its dis- 
appearnce, in a great measure, is to be 
attributed the peculiar taste of de- 
cayed rotten fruits. The sugar during 
its decomposition likewise doubtless 
gives rise to the formation of carbonic 
acid, a great part of which, combin- 
ing with the hydrogen evolved from the 
decomposing water, forms carburet- 
ted hydrogen, which is the main source 
of that ill or miasmatic taste and smell 
so characteristic of vegetable putridity.

It is the noses the police 
want first; their owners will be at- 
tended to afterward, unless they can 
prove that they were not the men and 
noses who last Saturday morning 
strangled and robbed Thomas Falkner, 
a bartender in Thomas Gaynor’s saloon, 
The robbers were described as men 
whose noses were the predominating 
features of their make-up.

POULTRY. 


NE of the most serious losses to 

the State as a result of the dry 

year through which it has just 
passed is the blow dealt to the poultry 
industry. The State was getting to 
a point where it was about self-support- 
ing as regards eggs and poultry, and 
now it appears that the production in 
this line has shrunken something like 
50 per cent., the reason assigned by 
the poultrymen for the shrinkage being 
that they found it impossible to pay 
the prevailing prices for food and sell 
their product at even the high prices 
which prevail. If the poultrymen will 
excuse the statement, the condition 
which exists is proof that they have 
not all mastered their industry, which 
is probably the most complicated 
branch of farming. The writer speaks 
with some familiarity with poultry- 
raising when it is stated that no one 
should engage in the industry unless 
it has a near approach to ideal con- 
ditions. In that industry, especially, 
success is achieved along the lines of 
least resistance, and that line certainly 
doe not lead to the point where food 
shall ever be purchased. 

The ideal condition for chicken-rais- 
ing in California, the writer believes, 
is a soil well supplied with gravel, 
provided with a small amount of run- 
ning water,: ample shade, good alfalfa 
run, with ample ground for growing 
wheat and corn in quantities required. 
Given these advantages, with proper 
care of the fowls and proper sheds for 
their accommodation, the man who 
wishes to purchase success by applica- 
tion to business can probably make 


industry. When chickens can supply 
themselves with all the alfalfa, gravel 
and pure water they want, chase bugs 
and worms at pleasure, and can rest 
in comfortable shade when not at 
work, the labor of caring for them is 
reduced to the minimum, they are 
given perfect food for egg production, 
and they have that freedom which is 
essential to health. In such a casa 
they will require but little grain food, 
and while it is desirable from the point 
of economy that. that be grown by the 
poultryman himself, it is not an essen- 
tial to success. 

Poultry-raising is a matter of infinite 
care at best, and when that condition 
is aggravated by the necessity for feed- 
ing by hand, something is liable to be 
neglected and lead to disaster, or at 
least to a lack of profit. 

The conditions which have been out- 
linéd as ideal in California do not 
always exist naturally, in this section, 
but there are many places where they 
can be provided with little expense, 
and it is in such places alone that one 
should ever undertake to carry on the 
business.

The Col. L. Tupper Remit- 
titar Arrives. 


The usual session of the outgoing 
Council and the adjournment of that 
body sine die will probably not be held 
this year for the reason that it has been 
decided that the present Council will 
have no authority and therefore need 
not meet after midnight on Sunday, 
January 1. The new City Council will 
meet January 2, a legal holiday, and 
will adjourn until the next day before 
organizing. 

Through their attorney, Mr. and Mrs. 
A. J. Copp will, at the next meeting of 
the City Council, tender to the city the 
Gardner-Zellner building as a basis for 
a fund for the higher education of 
students who are unable to secure such 
an education. There are several con- 
ditions to the offer of the property, the 
owners of it wishing it, in years to 
come, to be the means of founding an- 
other university here. 

The annual report of the City Engi- 
neer has been almost completed. It 
shows among other things that more 
street work has been completed during 
the past year than during any former 
year in the city’s history. 

The matter of the changing of the 
name of Georgia Bell street to that of 
Georgia street, which was ordered by 
the Council more than a year ago, is 
the basis of a contest which will be 
fought out until the Council takes ac- 
tion for or against the petition to again 
change the name of the street to what 
it formerly was. The question was be- 
fore the Board of Public Works yester- 


day, but that body took it under adv.se- 
ment. 

The somewhat curious spectacle is 
presented in Judge Van Dyke’s depart- 
ment of the executrix under a wi'l suing 
the legatee under the will for whom she 
is supposed to act as trustee. This le- 
gatee, Miss Emma M., Atherton, is a 
girl of 15, and by a peculiar series of

Business Block to Be Offered 
City Conditicnalliy—Contest to 
Secure 2 Change in a Street 
Name—Ancther Westlake Pcti-

Some question has been raised as to 
just when the new members of the City 
Council and the city officers-elect will 
take charge of their offices, and the 
matter has been much discussed about 
the City Hall, owing to the fact that 
the first of the new year is on Sunday, 
and that under the law, the next day 
is a legal holiday. The law provides 
that the new Councilmen become 
Councilmen on the first Monday in 
January, and the rule has been here- 
tofore for the old Council to meet on 
such a Monday and without doing any 
business to adjourn sine die, where- 
upon the new Council immediately 
meets and proceeds to organize. 

This year the terms of the old Coun- 
cilmen expire at midnight on Sunday, 
January 1, and at the time that their 
meeting would be held, on the morn- 
ing of Monday, January 2, at, say 10 
o’clock, they are no longer Council- 
men in the sense that they are mem- 
bers of the old Council, for the rea- 
son that the terms of the old Coun- 
cilmen expired, and therefore 
it would not be possible to transact 
any business at that session. | 

This time, however, the day when 
the newly-elected Council comes into 
office is a legal holiday, and it has been 
thought by some of the old members 


‘that they would hold office until the 


day following, wheh the new Council 
will meet for the purpose of organiza- 
tion It is, however, the opinion of a 
number of attorneys that the old Coun- 
cil will have. no authority whatever 
after midnight on Sunday, January 1. 
The probable course which will be pur- 
sued will be that of holding a meet- 
ing of the new Council on January 2, 
and then adjourning until the next day 
without doing any business. The same 
rule apples to the Board of Educa- 
tion. 


GIFT TO THE CITY. 


Gardner-Zellner Block to Be Pre- 
sented to the Council. 

If the city will comply with the con- 
ditions imposed it may, after the lapse 
of several years secure a title to what 
is now in the Gardiner & Zellner Block, 
which adjoins the City Hall on the 
north. At the regular session of the 
Council Tuesday, Attorney J. L. Mur- 
phy will formally tender to the Coun- 
cil the deeds for the property as a 
present to the city from A. J. Coop 
and wife, the owners of the building, 
with certain conditions which must 
be followed before the city can secure 
a clear title to the property. The Coun- 
cil will be asked to accept the prop- 


2rty by the adoption of the necessary 
ordinance. 

The block is not to be, given to the 
city outright until after a lapse of 
years, but it is to be made the basis 


‘of a fund for the education of poor 


youths, who may desire higher educa- 
tion, but who are unable to secure such. 
The Mayor of the city is to become a 
trustee of this fund, and associated 
with him will be the sons of the donors, 
the presidént of the Chamber of Com-

merce, the cashier of the Farmers’ and 
Merchants’ Bank, the president of the 
City Council and the city Superintend- 
ent of Schools. In event of a permanent 
vacancy among the trustees the va- 
cancy shall be filled by a majority vote 
of the members of the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Upon the death of the last surviving 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Copp, the trustees 
Shall take possession of the property 
and shall use it as directed. Only the 
income of this fund is to be loaned 
and the principal may be invested in 
reality in this citv. It is to be pro- 
vided in the Copp fund that whenever 
it reaches the sum of $5,000,000 it may 


be used for the benefit of the city, the. 


use of it to be determined by a two- 
thirds vote of all the citizens of the 
city, male and female, over 18 years of 
age. The idea of the donors is that 
a university may be founded in after 
years for the training of both boys and 
girls. It will be suggested that df 
such a university is already in extst- 
ence at the time the maximum amount 
becomes available, the money may be 
used for any improvement that. the 
voters of the city may select. Any 
student who may bhorrow from. the 
fund and pay the amount back is to be 
considered one of the founders of the 
proposed university, and any person 
who may contribute to the fund is to 
enjoy the same honor. 

The fact that the offer is made has 
not been officially announced to any 
of the city officers, and the City Attor- 
ney’s office has not been consulted on 
the matter.

CITY ENGINEER’S ANNUAL, 


Statement of the Street Work That 


Has Been Done During the Year. 

The annual report of City Engineer 
Dockweiler to the City Council of the 
work done by his department during 
the business year ending November 30 
is in course of preparation and has 
almost been completed. The financial 
Statement of the office is complete ex- 
cept that the footings have not been 
made. The recommendations of the 
City Engineer will this year be much 
the same as those made a year ago 
With some additions suggested by hap- 
penings during the year. 

One of the most interesting portions 


of the report will be the statement of 


the street work done. This is contained 
in the engineer’s report, as well as that 
of the Street Superintendent, for the 
reason that the engineer has to pre- 
sent the ordinances for the work. This 
department of the report will show that 
before the beginning of the last busi- 
ness year there were 168.57 miles of 
graded and graveled streets in the city, 
and that during the year 14.33. miles 
were completed, making a total of 
182.99 now in use, The number of miles 
of paved streets at the beginning of the 
year was 15.65, and 1.10 miles were ad- 


ded during the year, making a total of 


16.75. The city had 142.81 miles of sewer 


a year ago, and during the year 7 miles 


were added. The streets graded with 
natural soil now in. use extend 5.46 
miles, 


PETITIONS DISPOSED OF. 


Action of the Board of Public Works 


on Street Petitions, 

The Board of Public Works at the 
regular session yesterday began its 
work of clearing up ail 
that has been held over from time to 
time, so as to give the new board, 
Which will be appointed after the new

ages. Your board would therefore rec- 
Oonimend that such action tatre: 
Witheut admiting any legal liability on 
the part of the city and only by way 
of compromise and to. terminate liti- 
gation.” 

The petition cf W. H. Summers ask- 
ing that a sidewalk be laid on the west 
side of Grand avenue between Fourt 
and Fifth streets, was granted and the 
board recommended that the City En- 
gineer be directed to present the nee- 
essary ordinance of intention. 

The City Erzineer was also directed 
to present an ordinance of intention 
for the improvement of Turner street 
between Vignes and Certer streets. 

The petition of D. M. McGarry asking 
that McGarry street between Seventh 
and Eighth streets be abandoned, was 
referred to the City Engineer for in- 
vestigation. 

It was recommended that the petition 
of Mrs. M. A. Wiswell with reference 
to the opening of Seventh § street. be 
filed as no proceedings have been in- 
stituted for the opening ef that street. 

The petition of A. B. Nash for the 
grading of Thirtieth Place with the 
natural gravel of the street was re- 
ferred to the Street Superintendent for 
investigation. 


OPPOSE AN APPEAL, 


Counter Petition Filed by Knob Hill 
Property-owners. 

Some of the owners of realty in the 
Knob Hill tract are opposing the pro- 
posed appeal from the decision re- 
cently rendered by Justice Morrison in 
the oil-well case, in which he _ de- 
clared the ordiance, regulating the dis- 
tance from public parks, in which oil 
wells could be bored, to be unconsti- 
tutional and void. Some time ago the 
Westlake Improvement and Protective 
Association filed a petition to the 
Council, asking that an appeal be taken 
from the decision and that if necessary 
associate counsel be employed by the 
city to push the prosecution of the 
matter. No final action was taken on 
that matter, and the petition was re- 
ferred to a committee of the Council, 
which has not yet reported. It was 
stated at the time that instead of tak- 


ing an appeal the Council favored the 


adoption of a new ordinance wich 
would remedy the defects in the old one. 
Yesterday afternoon the following pe- 
tition was filed by the Knob Hill prop- 
erty-owners: 

“We, whose names are hereto sub- 
scribed, respectfully, but strenuously, 
protest against the course of action pro- 
posed by the so-called Westlake Pro- 
tective Association, and for canse al- 
lege that we are taxpayers of the city 
of Los Angeles, being owners gf lots 
in the Knob Hill tract of said city; that 
our said lots are unpccupied, non-in- 
come-bearing lands, on which we have 
in the aggregate paid hundreds and 
even thousands of dollars of city taxes: 
that the action proposed, as aforesaid, 
is not urged for the sake of park pro- 
tection or of any public end, but is 
proposed and urged solely for’ the 
avoidance of some real or fancied dam- 
age or inconvenience or unpleasant- 
ness that may come to residents of the 
Westlake vicinity: that the whole 
ouestion of prohibition cf ofl operations 
in the city is a question of private 
rights. and is in no sense germane to 
municipal legislation or lit’zation: that 
the Council has no right for a factional] 
fight against us. to appropriate public 
money, collected by our tax levied on

WHAT’S IN A NAME? 


Effort to Reconsider an Old Council 
Action, 

The petition to the City Council ask- 
ing that the name of Georgia street be 
changed back to that which it origin- 
ally was Georgia Bell street, was the 
subject of a spirited contest before the 
Board of Public Works yesterday, and 
whatever the report of that body may 
be on the matter the contest may. be 
taken to the Council, for the two sides 
to the controversy are very much in 
earnest. On the one side are arrayed 
the owners of certain property on the 
street in question, and on the other the 
man for whose wife the street was 
originally named, At the last meeting 
of the Council Maj. Horace Bell pre- 
sented a petition calling attention to 
the fact that some time ago the name 
of Georgia Bell street had been changed 
to that of Georgia street. The petition 
recited that the street had originally 
been named for the first lady residing 
in what is now the Fourth Ward of 
the city, and asked that the name be 
changed ‘back to what it was, as the 
family of that lady, Mrs. Bell, consid- 
ered the change a slight to her. The 
petition was referred to the Board of 
Public Works, and came up before that 
body yesterday morning. Maj. Bell was 
in attendance. He argued that there 
had been no reason for the change in 
the name of the street, and openely as- 
serted that the change had _ been 
brought about through the spite of one 
of the members of the committee who 
had recommended the changing of the 
names of a number of streets. Asked 
who it was that had thus used spite to 
secure the change, he asserted that 
Charles Forman had been responsible 
for the change, and that it was due to 
personal feeling against him. 

The petition was oposed by Thomas 
Haverty, who lives on the street. He 
stated that there was no reason for the 
second change inthe name of the street, 
as the present name was better than the 
old one. He argued that there could 
not possibly have been any slight in- 
tended in the matter, as the new name 
was shorter than the old. one. He 
stated that it would perhaps be possi- 
ble for the petitioner to secure hundreds 


of signers to his petition, and that those 


who did sign it either did not Know the 
facts or did not know where the street 
was. He thought that the property- 
owners on the street should alone be 
consulted, as they were the only ver- 
sons interested, and he did not believe 
that the Council should pay any at- 
tention to persons who lived off the 
street and who were seldom on it. He 
paid a high compliment to Mr. Bell, and 
repeatedly asserted that the change of 
name was not intended as any reflec- 
tion upen her. . 

To this arrument Maj. Bell retorted 
hotly. He did not want anvthing but 
what was right. he said, but he ¢de- 
manded thot which “had been ¢stolen.” 
He referred to a petition that had been 
presented some eighteen moenths ago, 
asking that the name of Georgia Bel! 
street be reteined. The Board of Pub- 
lic Works finally took the matter under 
advisement. 


To Cancel a Tax Sale. 

Joseph McCormick has filed a peti- 
tion to the City Council for a cance!- 
lation of a certain tax sale of real es- 
tate because of the non-payment of 
taxes. The property in question was 
assessed to him and to the State Loan 
and Trust Company, wand when he 
went to pay his taxes the nroverty was 
not found on the bogks, and for that 
reason the taxes were net paid unt’) 
after delinquency and the nroperty was 
subsequently sold for taxes. As the 
non-payment was not the fault of the 
petitioner, he asks that the pehalty he 
remitted to him. 


Locxing for Uniforms, 

Street Superintendent Drain spent 
most of the day yesterday in locking 
for some place where his force of hand- 
sweepers could secure uniforms at a 
low cost, which wouid not compel them 
to pay more for the uniforms than they 
Some months ago a price 
was quoted by a person interested in 
the swecpire of the streets which was 
far below anything that can be secured 
ot present. The price mentioned was 
cents per suit. complete, and the 
Stret Sunerintendent has been unnante 
to find any place which will make the 
suits at any such price. The street 
sweepers are to he attired in neat uni- 
forms of brown duck, and each of 
them is to be furnished with a num- 
tered badge, so that they may be iden- 
tified. .

EXECUTRIX GETS LEFT, BUT THE 
LEGATEE HOLDS POSSESSION. 


Little Fifteen-year-old Emma MM. 
Atherter Has Mer Legnacy—Mrs. 
Calder’s Last Will Remains Only 
as an Empty Document, There 
Being No Estate. 


When a woman seeks to render as- 
surance doubly sure by reinforcing her 
will and last testament by making 
deeds of conveyance of any kind, she 
is apt to get things badly mixed That 
is what the late Mrs. Mary Jane Cal- 
der appears to have done, with the 
result that yesterday the suit of Mrs. 
Emily J. Adams, executrix of her es- 
tate, against Emma M. Atherton, a 
minor, came to trial! in Judge Van 
Dyke’s denartment. 

The story of the financial entangle- 
ment by which the minor became pos- 
sessed of all the property of Mrs. Cal- 
der. and Mrs. Adams, as executrix un- 
der the will, was left with a bit of 
parchment in her hand, but no money 
or any kind of property, Was rather 
curious. As told by the plaintiff to the 
action it was somewhat as follows: 
On May 5, of the present year, Mrs. 
Calder was residing at Avenue 22, in 
East Los Angeles. At that time she 
was very ili, and desiring to make 
provision for her niece, Mary J. Ath- 
erton, a girl 15 years of age, sent for 
Attorney L. H. Washburn to Carry out 
her plan as to the disposition of her 
property Mrs. Calder desired to make 
a will by which a note and mortgage 
valued at $1000, and her household ef- 
fects and jewelry, valued at $590, might 
pass to her niece, but the attorney, 
as was alleged, to simplify the matter, 
as he thought, or for some other rea- 
son, drew an assignment of the note 
and mortgage, and a bill of sale of all 
of the other property. As Mrs. Calder, 
afterward stated, she failed to compre- 
hend the true import of the papers 
executed, being so sick and infirm at 
the time. | 

After thus denuding herself of all 
her property, not having made even 
provision for paying the debts inci- 
dent to her illness, she was conveyed 
from her home to the Christian Hos- 
pital. No prolonged stay was made 
there, however, for Mrs. Calder was 
taken to the County Hospital under 
the representation that she was home- 
less and without means for her sup- 
port. Rallying somewhat from her 
sickness, and realizing in what cir- 
cumstances she was placed,-and that 
every cent in the world that she pos- 
sessed was imperiled, she contrived to 


| communcate with Mrs:-E. J. Adams. 


Attorney W. D. Gould was summoned 
and drew a will in accordance with the 
wishes of Mrs. Calder, and Mrs. Adams 
was appointed an attorney-in-fact to 
act for her and to demand a. return 
of the assignment of mortgage. and 
bill of sale. When Mrs. Adams made 
the demand of Attorney Washburn, he, 
acting, it is alleged, either under a 
mistake or misapprehension of plain- 
tiff's real intent as to the dispositon 
of her property, refused to make de- 
livery of the papers, but did hand them 
over to F. J. Holbrook, who applied 
to the court to be appointed the guard- 
ian of Mary Jane Atherton, the minor, 
and he was duly appointed. 

Mr. Holbrook, upon receiving the as- 


signment. of mortgage and bill 
of sale, made them legally’ ef- 
fective by having them placed 


on record, and in the suit brought by 
Mrs. Calder she prayed that these of- 
ficial records be cancelled, and that the 
documents be declared by the court to 
have been made under a mistake and 
misapprehension, and that they be va- 
cated and set aside. But on the 29th 
of.Jast July Mrs. Calder died. By the 
terms of the will made by her while 
lying in the County Hospital Mrs. 
ily J. Adams was appointed executrix, 
and letters testamentary were issued 
to her. In her capacity as executrix 
she was substituted as the party plain- 
tiff in the action begun by Mrs. Cal- 
der, and is now figuring in the suit 
wherein the minor, Emma M. Atherton, 
is defendant. 

But the above facts, testified to yves- 
terday and elaborated upon by the wit- 
ness for the plaintiff, were not allowed 
to go unchallenged. The defendant was 
represented by her guardian and three 
attorneys, one of whom was Attorney 
L. H. Washburn, who drew up the as- 
signment of mortgage and bill of sale. 
After making a denial of most of the 
specific allegations set up by the plain- 
tiff. it was averred that when Mrs. 
Calder drew the two deeds in dispute 
she was aware that she had previously 
made a will whereby she had disposed 
of all of her property to her niece, but 
stated that it was her desire that the 
girl should toke the property immedi- 


ately and not wait until her decease 
and the delovs incident to probating 
the will: also that tre deeds were not 


given to Mr. Washburn to hold during 
Mrs. Calder’s lifetime, subject to her 
order, but, to the conttary, it was in- 
tended that the title and possession of 
the property should pass to her niece 
at once. The valuable consideration 
from the niece to the aunt was set out 
to be the “past services, companion- 
ship and support and attachment that 
had grown up and had existed” be- 
tween the two during the entire life of 
the niece. 

In making formal answer the defen- 
dant is made to give Adams some 
hard raps. It is averred that she at- 
tempted to deceive the defendant into 
the belief that she (Mrs. Adams,) was 
entitled to the possession of the prop- 
erty for the purpose of converting it 
to her own use: and that under false 
pretenses and against the will and con- 
rent of the defendant seized and tock 
nossession of certain of the personal 
property. Furthermore it is allewed that 
on January 8 the date when the will 
was made at the County-Hespital, Mrs. 
Calder was: unconscious and 
incapable of transacting any bus'n°ss, 
that Mrs. Adams caused an “al- 
leged will’ to he dictated, whereby 
Mrs. Calder purported to convey by 
will all of her property to Mrs. Adams 
-s trustee for the defendant, without 
boards, with the intention to defraud 
-nd cheat the defendant out of the 
property. And with that end in view 
she caused a nen to be placed in Mrs. 
Calder’s hard while she was uncon- 
eciovus and cased her alleged mark 
and signature to be made to the alleged 
will. 

Summarizing the whole matter, the 
Aeferdant alleges that Mrs. Adams cf- 
fcionsly intermeddled on the premises 
of Mrs. Calder and the defendant, for 
the purpose of trumping up false claims 
and charges against her estate and 
-“onverting the estate to her own usé; 
that on July & and 16, the dates of 
making the will at the hospital, she 
officieusly took charge of Mrs. Colder 
~'theut authoritv from anyone. and ob- 
tained a controlling influence over her 
the pnurnese of benefiting herself. 
and in the testimony given yesterday 
n behal’ of the defendant it was 
ceueht to show that Mrs, Calder had 
heen importuned bv a certain per- 
son, left grramed hv the witnesses, 
put easily to he guessed at, to give her 
came of the jewelry, her sowing ma- 
ehine, and other of her effects. To stop 
sll such imrortunitv Mrs. Calder, it 
vas averred, deliberately made the as- 
signmert of mortgage and bill of sale 
“qa that the voure girl, twhom she 
Inved. might have the propertv without 
» large portion being frittered away in 
lngal expenses while prebating the will. 

All the testimory was put in yester- 
Aav. and this morning the case will be

A FATHER’S DUTY. 


Judge Allen Denies Ray Loomis’s 
Claim for Damages. 

Ray M. Loomis of ‘Sierra Madre 
brought suit against his father-in-law, 
G. Rhinesmith, to recover damages 
for alienation of his wife's affections, 
in the sum of $5900, and yesterday 
Judge Allen handed down an opinion 
in the case. 

The testimony upon the trial showed 
that while the plaintiff is a poor man 
and has great difficulty to maintain 
his family, he sought to do the best 
he could under the circumstances. 
Notwithstanding this, his wife ap- 
pealed to her father for protection, rep- 
resenting to him that her husband had 
ill-treated her, beaten her with weap- 
ons, threatened her life, and that she 
was afreid longer to remain under his 


roof with her children. Defendant 
knew of plaintiff's poverty and dif- 
ficulties in supporting his family; in 


fact, it was shown that defendant had 
contributed very largely toward the 
support of his daughter and her chil- 
dren for several years. He accepted 
his daughter’s statement, as true, and 
furnished her a home and asylum for 
several months, in which time the wife 
filed-an application for divorce, set- 
ting out facts under oath, which, if 
true, would indicate the plaintiff to be 
a fiend. Shortly after this divorce guit 
was filed, however, at plaintiff's in- 
stance his wife and children. returned 
to him, since which time they have 
centinued to live together. 

“A husband and father possesses the 
right,” says Judge Allen, ‘to enjoy the 
company and society of the wife and 
children, and if any person, by threats 
or inducements of any kind, deprives 
him of this right, a cause of action 
exists in favor of the injured party. 
Even the parent has no right to inter- 
fere and cause the separation of man 
and wife and the destruction of the 
home; yet it does not follow that a 
father. whose home’should always be 
open to his children as a refuge in 
time of need, is liable, if he affords 
his children and grandchildren an 
asylum in the honest belief that he 
is protecting them from the aggressions 


of an unnatural husband and father. 


No unlawful motive could be imputed 
to a father under such circumstances. 


Common humanity demands that he 


should extend the shelter of his home 
to the unfortunate daughter and her 
children, should the husband fal! to 
support or become profligate, drunken 
or idle. The father’s motives would be 
lawful and proper. If this be true, 
when actual cruelty on the part of the 
husband exists, is it not equally. true 
when the father acts upon the honest 
helief that they do exist. It is con- 
ceded in this casé@ that the wife rep- 
resented a condition of affairs at her 
home which would demand upon the 
nart of the father his protecting care. 
There are circumstances surrounding 
their life which would indicate to the 
defendant the truth of these state- 
ments. He acted in the belief that 
they were true, and to hold him liable 
for damages, now that the daughter

Is TRE LAW BEING VIOLATED? 

As Tr has shown, in the 
course of its investigations into the 
conditions afiecting the fruit-growing 
industry of Southern California, there 
are decided indications that the trans- 
continental railroads—the Southern 
Pacific and the Santa Fé—are pool- 
ing their freight business, so far as 
the shipment of California fruits are 
concerned. There is also evidence, of 
@ reliable nature, that one or both 
of these railroads have in certain in- 
stances granted rebates to some of the 
heavy shippers of citrus fruits. The 
evidences of a pool or agreement of 
gome sort between the fruit express 
companies, which control a large pro- 
portion of the cars used for the ship-. 
ment of these fruits, are at least con- 
vincing, if not conclusive. 

It is hardly necessary to say that 
these pools, or private arrangements, 
if they exist, are in violation of the 
laws of the United States, which ex- 
pressly and explicitly forbid agree- 
ments of this kind, in restraint of 
trade, between transportation com- 
panies. If the law has been and 1s 
being set at definnce by these cor- 
porations, the facts ought to be made 
known, if possible, in order 
prosecutions may follow. 

The fruit-growers of Southern Call- 
fornia have lIcng been trying to se- 
cure lower freight rates to the east- 
ern markets, but their success thus 
far has been of a very indifferent 
kind. It is not improbable that thefr 
non-success is due in no small degree 
to the supposea understanding be 
tween the transportation lines, by 
which it is possible to maintain rates 
and prevent competition. Whether 
this be true or not, the question us 
to whether the law against pooling 
and other forms of conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade has not been violated 
end is not being violated constantly 
by these transportation companies, in 
their dealings with our fruit inter-.

It holds out to them a 
bright prospect of deliverance from 
the exactions of the railroads, and 
they cannot afford to be indifferent 
to its succes- nor’ lukewarm in their 
efforts to promote its construction by 
all available and proper methods. 


A PROPHETIC FINANCIE®. 
Henry Clews, in his latest financial 
review, waxes prophetic. He sees, in 
the trend of current events, the prom- 
ise of “an extraordinary era of na- 
tional prosperity.” On this point he 
Says: 


“The public imagination is not 
merely affected by the evidences of 
returning business activity; it is be- 
coming actuated more and more by a 
feeling that we are entering upon an 
extraordinary era of national prosper- 
ity. The remarkable expansion of 
our exports, shown in a valuation of 
$130,000,000 for November—by far the 
largest in the records of the nation— 
is linked with the prospects sug- 
gested by the policy of external ex-

Reflecting men 
see that, ten years hence, we shafl 
be a nation of 100,000,000 people, sur- 
passing all other countries in wealth 
and international importance, Hither- 
to, they have not dreamed of what 
the United States is to the rest uf 
the world; and now that their eyes 
are open to the inevitable expansion 
of our commerce and power, a great 
hope is inspiring the public conicious- 
ness. This new inspiration must 
henceforth be a great impulsive force

AND PO ITICIAN. 


It is now a seemingly woll-settled 
fact that our President, if not the 
greatest statesman in all the Amert- 


politician that has risen above the 
plane of ordinary citizenship since 
the days of the martyr President, 
Abraham Lincoln. Most writers who 
have eulogized the great-hearted old 
Prairie Giant have confined them- 
selves to panegyrics upon his sterling 
patriotism, his faultless honesty and 
his unswerving devotion to the cause 
of human liberty. They seem totally 
to have overlooked the fact that he 
was the most adroit politician in the 
country’s annals, just as much the 


old Thaddeus Stevens, in that re- 
spect, as those arch-leaders were the 
superiors of so many sipuaesd! jus- 
tices of the peace. 


In nothing was this better exempll- 
fied than in the matter of the Eman- 
cipation Proclamation. He made his 
rough draft of it and read it through 
several times, expunging a word here 
and adding a sentence there. Then 
he read it aloud to his Cabinet at 
its next meeting, and asked the mem- 
bers thereof their approval of it. 
There was no word of dissent. How 
could there be any fault found with 
the unswerving patriotism and 
austere love’ of country which ani- 
mated all his state papers, couched 
in ‘ch erisp and vigorous English 
that other public men have sought 
imitation of them ever since, and 
sought it in vain. As he signed the 
precious document and threw it upon 
the table, Mr. Seward said, “I sup- 
pose, Mr. President, that you will is- 
suo that Immediately.” 

“Nothing of the sort,” safd Mr. 
Lincoln, in his dry way, “if you issue 
that now, you will afford to the world 
the spectacle of America going down 
on her knees to inplore the aid of 
Africa. No, we will wait until the 
country is ready for it.” It was 
nearly seven months before it was 
given publicity and not until he had 
become satisfied that the war would 
last as long as the white men could 
keep the slaves at home, tilling the 
soil to feed their families while they 
stayed in the field. Then it was that 
he put forth the proclamation as a 
military necessity, to which he invited, 
to use his own words, “the earnest 
approval of mankind and the -un- 
erring judgmént of Almighty God.” 
Abraham Lincoln was a great poli-: 
tielan because he was one of the 
people and wanted to move directly 
with them, instead of being in ad- 
vance of popular sentiment like Love- 
joy, Sumner or Garrison. 


Mr. McKinley seems to be mentally 
molded on a good deal the same lines, 
and therefore his recent speeches in 
the South are eminently deserving 
of the most searching criticism, sim- 
ply because they will bear it. It was 
no easy task for a man who hed 
fought the South during the war, and 
voted for the Force Bill while sit- 
ting in his seat as a Congressman, to 
go down to Montgomery, to the very 
spot where Jeff Davis took the oath 
as Chief Magistrate of the Southern 
Confederacy, and acquit himself us 
McKinley did. The chief danger to a 
man in his exalted position as Pres- 
ident was that he would either say 
too little or too much. In the one 
case he would be set down as a 
trimmer, who had dodged the real 
points at issue; and in the other, us 
a& man who had not survived the 
acrimony of the civil war and could 
“forget nothing through magnanimity 
nor learn anything through experi- 
ence,” 

But the President said just enough. 
He succeeded where the polished 
diction of a Conkling or the magnetic 
oratory of a Garfield would have 
failed. Other Presidents had visited 
the South before him—Arthur, Cleve- 
land and Harrison, notably, but none 
of them were so fortunate as to utter 
anything that would endure in the 
popular mind. But McKinley at once 
disarmed all antagonism by his fer- 
vent allusions to the war in Cuba and 
the patriotism of the Southern men 
who had fought for the old flag. That 
once accomplished, the President was 
on easy terms with all the southern 
people. He drew no invidious dis- 
tinctions in his utterances, but re- 
membered that’ Mr. Lincoln, in his 
immortal Gettysburg speech, had 
said, “The brave men, living and 
dead, who struggled here have conse- 
crated this ground far beyond our 
power to add or detract.” Isit any won- 
der that he captured the South as no 
previous President had done, especially 
when he alluded to the nation’s duty 
to its honored dead? For a man that 
had served half a lifetime in Con- 
gress without making any attempt at 
what is generally deemed ocratory, 
these speeches at Montgomery, At- 
lanta and Savannah, are marvels in 
their quiet way; and the close reader 
hardly knows for which to admire 
them most—their sterling patriotism, 
their deep and manifest sincerity, or 
their plain, unvarnished, common 
sense. More particularly, was this 
noticeable in the way in which he 
spoke to the negroes at Montgomery. 
He said: 


“Keep on, is the word I would leave 
with you today; keep on in the efforts 
upward, and remember that in ac- 
quiring knowledge there is one thing 
as important as that and that is char- 
acter. Nothing in the whole, wide 
world is worth so much, will last so 
long and serve its purpose so well as 
good character. It is something that 
no one can take from you and no one 
can give to you. You must acquire 
it for yourself.” 


Never before was a public man 
placed ina more delicate situation, 
but he met it boldly and came out 
victor in that as he has in every- 
thing else. He was the representative 


of a great party that had stricken off 


can history, is certainly the ablest: 


euperior of Seward, Sumner and grim 


the shackles from the limbs of the 
Slave and invested him with the 
pride and dignity of a freeman’s bal- 
lot; and as the leader of that party 
he could not shirk the delicate task 
of addressing the emancipated colored 
men. To do this without offending 
the tender sensibilities of white per- 
sons present, or who might read his 
speeches in print, was something 
that demandea a degree of tact to 
which neither Harrison nor Arthur 
had risen. Yet he made a _ brief 
speech which abounded with noble 
thought; and in which he sought to 
arouse the blacks to a full sense of 
their manhood, yet did so without 
giving the least offense to Southerners 
who had inherited the. prejudices: of 
the old régime. 

In a word, he talked for the coun- 
try and the whole country. He suc- 
ceeded where a more polished orator 
would have failed, because mén looked 
into his calm face and clear eyes and 
were satisfied that he was earnest 
and sincere. To be a leader, & man 
must sympathize earnestly with the 
cause Of which he becomes the advo- 
cate. The calm and intrepid spirit 
Which has marked President McKin- 
ley’s rise from an humble lawyer in 
an Ohio country town to the foremost 
station in the world’s greatest repub- 
lic, and which had stood him so well 
in hand during the earlier years of 
his stormy political life, was the safe- 
guard of his success when he went 
down to meet a people against whom 
he had once drawn the sword. He 
conquered through the same_ strong 
individuality that had enabled him 
to rise above all contemporaries in 
the years that had flown—and through 
the same twin agencies of common 
sense and discretion. He must go 
down to history as, in the highest 


sense, the cea politician of his 
day. 


BURNS REPUDIATED. 

The Republicans of Santa Barbara 
county have no use for Dan Burns. 
They have formally repudiated him, 
in an Official, open, and public man- 
ner. A meeting of the Republican 
Central Committee of that county was 
held at Santa Barbara on Wednesday, 
which was attended by every repre- 
sentative from the city and _ several 
from the country districts. The sen- 
timent generally prevailed, and was 
unanimously expressed, without  re- 
serve or undue circymlocution, that 
in pushing himself into the Senatorial 
field Burns is guilty of a piece of 
monumental impudence, and that his 
candidacy is an affront to the Re- 
publican party and to the people of 
California. 

A motion was made by ex-Mayor 
John M. Holloway and seconded by 
ex-Councilman O. P. Squier, to the 


effect that “the secretary be instructed 


to notify our Assemblyman C. W. 
Merritt, and our. Senator, John J. 
Boyce, that this’ committee is un- 
alterably opposed to the candidacy of 
Dan Burns for United States Sena- 
tor.” This motion was carried with- 
out a dissenting voice. It is tolerably 
safe to say that Burns will not re- 
ceive the votes. of Santa Barbara’s 
representatives in the Legislature. 

In private conversation the mem- 

bers of the committee freely expressed 
the opinion that the mere considera- 
tion of Burns’s candidacy was a dis- 
grace to the State. No indorsement 
was given to any other candidate. 
The action taken was due entirely to 
the indignation felt at the attempt 
to foist Burns upon the Legislature 
as a candidate for Senator, and Chair- 
man Pyle expressed the hope that the 
action of the committee would be 
given as wide publicity as possible. 
Other counties in the State would 
do well to follow the example of Santa 
Barbara in this matter. It is an ex- 
ample well worthy of emulation by 
every __ self-respecting community. 
Prompt action along these lines should 
be taken, in order that the presump- 
tion of this notorious political in- 
triguer and railroad henchman ir 
offering himself as a candidate for 
Senator may he rebuked in an open 
and emphatic manner. 
It would be an excellent idea, more- 
over, for the people to hold mass 
meetings, wherever it is practicable, 
to enter public protests against the 
candidacy of Burns, and to warn such 
members of the Legislature as may 
be inclined to vote for Burns that 
they will do so at the peril of ever- 
lasting disgrace. The usefulness of 
Senators and Assemblymen who vote 
for Burns will virtually come to an 
end with the casting of their votes 
in his favor, for no man who thus 
votes can regain the confidence of his 
constituents or of the people at large. 
There is no doubt that public senti- 
ment throughout the State is over- 
whelmingly against even the consid- 
eration of Dan Burns by the Legis- 
lature as a Senatorial candidate. 
Members-elect of both housés should 
be made to feel the full force of pub- 
lic sentiment as soon as possible.

Penitentes of Taos Get the Worst 
ef an Attack Upen Americans.

ALBUQUERQUE (N. M.,) Dee. 21.— 
{Regular . Correspondence. ] Rosalio 
Chaves, or Rivera, was stabbed to 
death through the heart, last Monday 
night. Free indulgence in native wine 
and a quarrel over depraved women 
was the prime cause of the tragedy, 
which occurred in Francisco Martin- 
ez's wine room in Old Albuquerque. 
Francisco Perea, José Apodaca, Fidel 
Perez and José Jaramillo are under ar- 
rest for the-crime, but their convic- 
tion seems problematic, unless some of 
them should turn. State's evidence. 
When Jaramillo was arrested his 
hands were covered with blood. He 
explained this by saying that he was 
pushed .over on the dead body. The 
men claim that the body was lying in 
the wine room when they entered. 
Witnesses before the Coroner's jury 
told various stories, one being to the 
effect that Chaves was stabbed out- 
side of the music hall and staggered 
into the room. Expert testitmony de- 
clared that the wound was of such 4 
mature as to cause instant death, and 
that therefore this story could hardly 
be true.

The story told by Amer- 
feans is thst the two strangere 
moved their headgear as the penitentes 
passed, but replaced them before the 
straggling rear of the procession had 
gone by. They were immediately cur- 
rounded by a mob and put in jail. The 
Sheriff, it is charged. started to kill 
eomeone on general princip’es and Gif- 
ford was the first man he met. Gifford 
got away from the Sheriff, but met 
him later on the street. Trujillo opened 
fire on Gifford, firing tWo shots. <A 
crowd gathered and about twenty shots 
were heard, the Sheriff falling mortally 
wounded. Thirteen balls were after- 
ward dug out of the adobe wall, placed 
there by the Sheriff and others. The 
crowd of penitentes is said to have 
Been badly intoxicated.

Choice Grapes Abound. 


HE markets of Troy and of every 
other New York city and town are 
“ well supplied with grapes from the 
vineyards of our own State. Tokays 
ire caming, as usual, from California, 
but of the more common varieties the 


New York vineyards yield enough and 
to spare. Two sources of supply are 
available. Most of the choice grap > 


received in this city come from th 
famous Keuka Lake regi, in Yates 
and Steuben counties, but the vali y eo! 
the Hudson is by no means insign 
as a grape-growing country. From 
Marlboro, tn southern Ulster county, 
for example, grapes come to Trey \5 
the Newburgh beat. During the past 
week the fruit was Sold on commis- 
sion here at 50 cents per crate of eight 
baskets. The selling agent charged i¢ 
cents commission, and 40 cents, oF 9 
cents per basket, remained for: the 
shipper, from which the cost of bas- 
ket, paper, packing and freight must 
be deducted. The margin the or- 
chardist obviously was net very great, 
but then the size of the basket Was 
not very barge. The fruit sold to the 
peddiers and retail dealers at 5 cents-a 
basket, as above, was retailed abcul 
town at 10 cents, or two baskets for 15 
cents. Earlier in the season the price 
was three or four times as high. 
Comparatively speaking the Hudson 
River crop is a failure. The late frosts 
last spring, follawed by the cold. damp 
weather, damaged ihe grapes, as it did 
all the other fruits, so that the farmers 


for 


have not only been deprived of their 
berries and peaches, but the later crops, 
apples, pears and grapes, have also 
failed. The vines are only | partial! 
filled, and the bunches are small ond 


irreguiar in shape, sre that the greater 
part of them will go to the wine mer- 
chants at almost their own prices. 

The yield this year on Keuka Lake 

is of choice quality, and the crop is 
about the average in size. The develop- 
ment of the grape industry has been 
somewhat peculiar except for the com- 
paratively few early kinds that come 
from North Carolina and Maryland. 
The Hudson River Valley and hake re- 
gion furnish grapes for all New York. 
Twenty years ago the country in and 
near Fishkill was the center for the 
market, one or two men having estab- 
lished reputations as fine grape-grow- 
ers; Put immense vineyards sprung into 
existence along the shores of the lakes 
in the central part of the State, and as 
the soil seemed better adapted fer their 
growth there, and the fierce competi- 
tion thus started made growing them in 
the older localities often unprofitable, 
the trade has gradually shifted to the 
western part of the State, so that this 
year about all of the grapes will be re- 
ceived from the country around Lake 
Keuka. 
There hundreds and hundreds of 
acres are planted with the vines, and 
the harvesting of the grape crep is the 
eccupation of the people for miles 
around the two shipping places, Penn 
Yan at one end of the lake, and Ham- 
mondsport at the other. 

New York City. of course takes a very 
large part of the output. Even the lo- 
cal market is supplied from New York 
to. some extent. The usual way for the 
crop to be geent to New York is for 
some large wholesale house tm send a 
buyer out in the section, who goes from 
vineyard to vineyard, selecting and 


purchasing. The pickers and packers 


then begin the work of gathering the 
bunches, and they are carried to the 
largé packing-houses of the New York 
firm cut in the country: there the wo- 


} men sort them, and arrange the better 


quality in the small baskets and the 
others in the trays or boxes for ship- 
ping to New York. 

Among the first grapes to come to 
the market is the Moore's Early, which. 
somewhat resembles the time-honored 
Comeord, but as it grows abundantly 
in the Southern States, and ripens 
earlier and in larger and closer clust- 
ers, it often commands a much better 
price than the other dark-blue grape, 
the Concord, which soon follows it, 
while that popular little deep-red 
grape, which grows in small, tight 
clusters and has a sweetness all its 
own; the Delaware, comes a week ar 
so later. Beside these are the Salem 
and the Isabella, which have been in 
the market many years, and of the 
newer varieties, those with the green- 
ish, yellow skin, such as the Niagara, 
the Rebecca and the Martha, are culti- 
vated in great quantities, the Niagara 
being the best selling of them alk The 
Catawba is one of the last to ripen and 
ben sent to markeét. 

The grapes that come from the South 
early in the season, generally the last 
of July and the first of August, are 
packed in small, rectangular baskets, 
holding either six or eight pounds, 
eight of them being placed in a case, 
ar “carrier,” as it is technically known. 
Those from New York State are sent 
in two ways, the one designed for 
table use being packed in the small 
hand baskets, and are disposed of by 
the package in small quantities, and 
afterward retailed by the single basket. 
They are in convenient size for family 
use, and of a shape that packs ad- 
vantageously for’ transportation, so 
that handling the fruit is avoided from 
the time when it is cut from the vine 
and carefully placed in the basket un- 
til it is put on the table of ‘the con- 
sumer. 

However, large quantities of pes 
are year shipped to market in 
bulk om large trays, this being the way 
the poorer qualities are sent, and some 
years when the crop is large the sur- 
plus stock is also sent in this way. 
Such grapes are sold by the pound to 
the wine and vinegar merchants, and 
to the Italians, Bohemians and ‘He- 
brews, who live om the East Side of 
New York and in the adjoining cities, 
for wine. Sometimes as mugh asa 
whole ton of these egrapes#@ will be 
bought for this purpose by”a single 
family. When the price is low, as it 
is in the years the crop is heavy, these 
foreign buyers will take them as long 
as the supply lasts, so much do they 
prize this home-made wine. Grapes in 
this way selb from $15 to $30 a ton, 
according to quality and supply.—[The 
Troy Northern Budget. 


Look Out for it Here. 


MICHIGAN correspondent of the 
A ure World, M. A. Hoyt, sends 

the following, recently published 
tn a Detroit paper, regarding a new 
disease that is ravaging the peach 
orchards of Southwest Michigan. As it 
is pronounced highly contagious, it ig 
a matter of much ‘mportance to the 
peach-growing industry of Missouri. 
This industry nas already attained 
very large proportions, yet is capable 
of vast increase, but vigilance in pre- 
venting the introduction of diseases 
and other deterring factors must be 
maintained. 

The vast peach orchards of South- 
western Michigan are being destroyed 
by a new tree disease which is four- 
fold more damaging than the dreaded 
yellows. It was first noticed in this 
section two years ago, and owing to its 
peculiar effect, which is a stunting of 
the fruit when about the size of hazel- 
nuts, has locally been given the name 
of “little peaches.” So fearful has 
been its ravages, amounting in several 


large orchards that the growers have 
petitioned the agricultural bureau of

the Government to send an expert 
pomologist to investigate it. 

In response to this petition Prof. 
Irwin Smith, pathologist of the pomo- 
logical department of the Agricultural 
Bureau, arrived here abeut ten days 
ago for the purpose of investigating the 
new disease and suggesting a remedy. 
Yesterday he met the Sugatuck and 
' Ganges Pomological Society and stated 

that he had been unable to discover the 

cause or character of the disease. He 
also stated that he believed it to he 
highly contagious, which was already 
well known to the growers here, and 
recommended that the diseased trees be 
promptly cut down and destroyed by 
fire as soon as discovered. This is the

California State Dairy Bureau 


has issued a sewies of statistics of 
production of dairy products during 
the past two vears, which, though 
showing a decrease during the part 
vear, are encouraging as showing that 
the dry year has been almost as cod 
a year as its predecessor—far better 
than-:might have been exnected. The 
butter product of 1837 was 28.678,439 
pounds, as against 25,691,439 in 1898,

CHINATOWN 


UP FOURTEEN 
SHACKS. 


nr Block of Shanties at the End of 
Apablasa Street Destroyed—The 
Valuable Library of Rev. Ng 
Poon Chew Saved. 


block of one atid two-story shacks 
™ in Chinatown, at the end of ‘Apablasa 


street, on the north side, was entirely 


wiped out by fire yesterday afternoon, 
the only building in the biock not 
consumed being a two-story brick on 
the corner of Apablasa and Benjamin 
streets, occupied as a residence by the 
Rev. Ng Foon Chew, pastor in charge 
of the Chinese Presbyterian Mission 
at No. 212 Wilmington street. When 
the fire was discovered at 2:10 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, the Rev. Ng Poon 
Chew was busy at the.building, No. 117 
Marchessault street, opposite the Plaza, 
which he !s fitting up for a Chinese 
newspaper office. When the Rev. 
Chew discovered that his residence 
was in danger, he hurried home, and 
with the aid of Officers Phillips and, 
Ritch, succeeded in saving his library, 
consisting of over 2000 volumes. It is 
said to be the finest Anglo-Chinese li- 
brary in this country, many of the 
volumes having no duplicates. He also 
saved part of his household goods and 
clothing. An organ on the second floor 
was not injured, but the balance of his 
possessions, to the value of about $350, 
was destroyed by fire, smoke and 
water. 

The Rev. Ng Poon Chew has been a 
minister of the gospel for the past 
seven years. He was married in San 
Francisco about a week after his ordi- 
nation, and has been in this city for 
the past four and a half years. He 
has a family of four children, the 
eldest being a girl. Yesterday was 
the sixth anniversary of her birth, and 
preparations were being made to give 
her a birthday party last night, The 
Rev. Mr. Chew will repair the damaged 
building and continue to live there. 

The greatest individual loss, with the 
exception of I. A. Sepulveda, was sus- 
tained by a Chinese woman named Soo 
Hoo Mon Sing, who, with her husband 
family, resided in a two-story 
frame building at No. 419 Apablasa 
street. They conduct a general mer- 
chandise store at No. 310 Apablasa 
street, and much of the stock was 
stored in the cellar of their residence. 
The house was comfortably furnished 
on the American plan, the floors being 
covered with Brussels carpet. The 
-loss sustained by Mrs. Soo Hoo Mon 
$ing on building, household furnish- 
ings, merchandise stock and wearing 
apparel will probably reach $3000. 

The other buildings destroyed, twelve 
in number. belonged to I. A. Sepulveda, 
who estimates his loss at $5000. The 
balance of the losses will amount to 
about $1650, making a total loss by the 
fire $10,000. The buildings were occu- 
pied as dwellings and store rooms for 
vegetable and commission men. Great 
piles of potatoes, turnips, etc., loom 
up through the ashes on Apablasa 
street. 

The fire started in the kitchen of 
Lew Sing. at No. 429 Apablasa street, 
No one was in the building at the time, 
and the origin of the fire is a mystery. 
It is probable, however, that a fire was 
left burning in the open grate, such as 
the Chinese generally use for a stove, 
and a few live coals fell to the floor. 

No one was injured, but there are 
@everal chickens and dogs less in 


hinatown as a result of the fire. Five 


gs in a house next to the Rev. 
Mr. Chew’s residence.were burned to 
death. An old invalid Chinese, who 
was in the'second story of one of the 
shacks, was taken out by a white man 
whose name was not learned. 

Good work was.done by  Officets 
Phillips and Ritch, who turned in the 
alarm. Nearly all the propérty of any 
value which was saved was carried out 
by them, Phillips finally jumping out 
of the second story window of the Soo 
Hoo Mon Sing residence to escape the 
flames. 

Engines Nos. 3 and 8 responded to the 
alarm. No. 3 taking water from the 
hydrant on the corner of Alameda and 
Marchessault streets, and No. 8 on 
Macy street. Engine No. 3 required 
1200 feet of hose to reach the fire. The 
hose broke twice, interfering consider- 
ably with the efforts of the firemen to 
subdue the flames. Had these two 
accidents not occurred the +tresidence 
of Soo Hoo Mon Sing might have been 
saved with only slight loss. 

The roof of the two-story residence 
of Chew Kung Tong, on the west side 
of Benjamin street, became ignited 
while the fire was at its height, but 
was quickly extinguished. There was 


no insurance on any of the property 
destroyed.

War Portrayed in Jard and 


Meat. 

Of the holiday displays, none attracts more 
attention than that of Simon Maier, at Nos 
149-153 North Spring street. Throngs of shop- 
pers and s'ightsecrs crowded into the shop al! 
last evening and were welcomed by A. C. 
Buch, Mr. Maier’s manager, and the corps of 
employés, who for once were in front of the 
counter instead of behind it. 

The whole meat market is a mass of paneer, 
twined symmetrically about the large central 
pilars, hanging in festoons from the roof, and 
hung in graceful patterns on the walls. 

The first thing that every one notices is a 
large model of Admiral Dewey’s flagship, the 
Olympia, suspended from the ceiling imme- 
diately in front of the refrigerators. This is 
the work of William Buck, one of Mr. Maier’s 
assistants, who has displayed a skill that 
would scarcely be expected in a butcher’s 
shop.

BOSTON BEHIND US. Some months 
ago the bankers of Los Angeles and 
those of outlying towns met here and 
arranged a way for cashing checks 
drawn on countey banks, and sent 
in payment of bills. The city banks 
had been expected to cash these checks 
the same as those on city banks be- 
longing to the clearing-house. The 
trouble Was that to collect these 
checks involved some trouble and ex- 
pense, and this the city banks were un- 
willing to undergo. The result of the 
conference here was two-fold. Some 
country banks agreed to keep a sum 
of money on deposit in some city bank 
to offset any checks drawn on the 
country bank, ahd presented here for 
payment. Other banks elected not to 
do. this. and cheeks on such banks 
are subject to a charge of about one- 
tenth of 1 per cent. Now comes Bos- 
ton with the same difficulty perplex- 
ing her bankers, in spite of all the 
venerable age resting upon her, The 
Boston clearing-house proposed a sep- 
arate hour for clearing checks drawn. 
on country banks, The country banks 
are to designate a city bank which is 
to cash its checks. The country banks 
now make a charge to cover the ex- 
pense of remitting on its own checks, 
which are sent out from the city. This 
is in lieu of selling exchange to its 
own customers. The ecountry banks 
are expected to odject to the new ar- 
rangement uniess some plan is de- 
vised, by which they should not lose the 
present profits accruing from cashing 
these checks of their own customers,

HOW WE BEAT ENGLAND. 
Some of the reasons for the growth 
of our export trade in locomotives and.

in a report to his government on ‘For- 
eign Trade Competition,” in which he 
says: “A glance at the trade statistics 
will show how rapidly the import trade 
to Japan of the United States is rrow- 
ing, particularly in machinery, loco- 
motives and railway materials—arti- 
cles for which the United Kingdom 
has hitherto had a monopoly. This 
portion of the report cannet be closed 
without reference to the quick deliv- 
eries which can always be obtained 
from America. As an instance, En- 
@lish locomotive-builders required two 
years for the delivery of an extensive 
order, while the Baldwin locomotive 
works turned them out at the rate of 
two a day and shipped the whole gquan- 
tity within eight or ten weeks. An- 
other case recently occurred where the 
English time for shipment of five loco- 
motives was ten months and the price 
about $12,000 gold, delivered in Japan, 
and American makers offered to ship 
in fourteen weeks at about $8000 gold, 
The specifications were 
mitted to both countries.”

How 
Europe will be able to pay more than $75,- 
000,000 due on merchandise, on account for 
the month of December, besides the enor- 
mous balances due for November and pre- 
vious months, is a question which the coun- 
try can afford to consider at its leisure, and 
with comfort. Failures for the week have 
been 258, against 292 in the United States 
last year, and 31 in Canada, against 33 last 
year. 


Bradstreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say that current business conditions 
furnish some sharp contrasts to those usually 
looked for or reported at this season of the 
year. It is, of course, reasonable to look for 
exceptional activity in holiday and retail trade 
senerally at this date, ana in this respect 
the most sanguine expectations appear to 
have been realized. Probably never before at 
this date, however, was the course of general 
business so animated as it is. at present. 
Speculative activity is no longer confined ‘to 
the stock market, but has widened to include 
Wheat and corn among the cereals, ana copper 
among the metals, while the rush of business 
in iron and steel seems little, if any, abated, 
and some lines, notably cotton goods and raw 
wool, are displaying an activity and strength 
which would have been welcomed at any time 
for a year past. Prices of securities and of 
staples alike furnish examplles of aggressive 
Strength, which are so numerous as to de 
serve special mention. In the iron trade no 
Signs of flagging interest are to be discerned, 
but rather more pronounced activity in new 
directions. The feature of the week has un- 
doubtedly been the reported placing of an 
order for 80,000 tons of steel rails with an 
castern rail mill to go to Siberia. Ali the 
Strength of prices is maintained, and in some 
lines, notably billets, wire rods, plates and 
bars, further advances are to be reported. In 
many lines the country’s production seems 
to be heavily sold ahead, and the utmost con- 
fidence is expressed as to present values being 
maintained or still further increased In 
other metals, too, a sympathetic rise is to be 
discerned. The foreign demand for cereals 
continues unabated, any slight reaction in 
price being taken advantage of by foreign 
buyers. Wheat closes the week with quota- 
tions well up to the highest paid this autumn, 
and short sellers of December delivery are 
reaping the benefit of indiscreet speculation. 
The strength of wheat has been enhanced by 
Sympathy in the growing speculative interest 
in corn, for which the highest price paid for 
three years past has been recorded. Specula- 


tion in copper and copper stocks has received 


an impetus this week from rumors of a com- 
bination to control the American production. 
Strength and firmness is a feature also of the 
lumber market, with the possible exception of 
yellow pine, where keen competition tends to 
check the advancing tendency shown by other 
woods. In other lines of general trade and 
in@ustry reports are as a rule favorable. 
Wheat (including flour) shipments for the 
week aggregate 5,515,231 bushels, against 6,- 
243,859 bushels last week, revised to include 
Portland, Me.; 4,757,550 bushels in the corre- 
sponding week of 1897, 2,111,702 bushels in 
1896, 3,457,991 bushels in 1895, and 1,814,054 
bushels in 1894. Since July 1, this year, the 
exports of wheat aggregated 115,236,840 bush- 
els, against 123,566,647 bushels last year. Busi- 
ness failures for the week number 212, against 
234 last week, 280 in this week a year ago, 
327 in 1896, and 316 in.1895. Business failures 
in Canada number 34, as against 32 last week 
and 30 in this week a year ago. 

Bradstreet’s Financial Review tomcrrow 
will say that, in view of the recent rises and 
large Stock Exchange transactions, it was 
thought that the market previous to the holi- 
Giys would be dull and react. The beginning 
of the week was marked by tendencies which 
agreed with this estimate, but after the first 
day.or so renewed strength developed, and 
prices were in many cases carried to the high- 
est yet reached, the activity of speculation 
being shown by the total dealings from 
Wednesday to Friday, which were well up to 
900,000 shares each day.

SUSPICIOUS CIRCUMSTANCES SUR- 
ROUNDING MRS, COLE’S DEATH, 


Her Husband: Arrested, 


Charged With Arson—Old Span- 
ish Gold Brick Found—Steamship 
Developments—Big Jewfish Fish- 
ing Off Coronado. 


SAN DIEGO, Dec. 23.—{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The barn belonging to the Cole 
house was burned early yesterday morning, 
and the arrest of Amos B. Cole followed, on 
a charge of arson. The burning of the house 
and the discovery of Mrs. Cole’s body, fol- 
lowed by the burning of the barn, cast sus- 
picion upon Cole. He is held on a charge 
of arson, but if the evidence accumulates as 
it has for several days past, he may be 
charged with murder. 

Small boys were found who testified that 
they saw Cole beating his wife in the barn 
the evening before the house burned. They 
said he struck her down, that she screamed, 
and that he shut the door and hid her from 
view. She was not known to leave the house 
that evening, though Cole claims to have 
witnesses who saw her leave. 


The finding of blood upon a shovel hand!e 
in the barn, with’ splotches of blood upon the 
floor, and a piece of pickaxe with blood 
upon it aroused the first suspicions of foul 
play. Yesterday these suspicions were 
strengthened by the finding of a part of the 
mattress under the spot where Mrs. Cole’s 
cremated body was found, with coal oll sat- 
urating the bedding. This was explained 
away by Cole at first by the statement that 
Mrs. Cole frequently placed a coal oil stove 
under her bed to warm it. The finding of 
the two oil stoves in an unburned portion 
of the house destroys this story of Cole’s, 
and leaves much to be explained. 

Cole was arrested after the fire in the barn. 
He was preparing his breakfast. He said 
he thought the fire was started by sparks 
from a locomotive. But the wind was blow- 
ing the wrong way for that, and when this 
was explained to him, he said he gave it 
up—that his enemies must be plotting to 
ruin him. In jail the old man was very 
nervous until the health officer permitted 
him to have a little morphine. 

Cole’s age and feebleness of mind and body 
cause many people to doubt that he was 
concerned in his wife’s death. 

t the Coroner’s inquest, finished today, 
the jury returned a verdict that it was unable 
to determine whether Mrs. Cole — in 
the flames or was murdered and her body 
placed in the burned building. Witnesses 
agg = of frequent quarrels between Mr. and 

rs. Cole. Cole is still in custody on the 
arson charge. 

OLD SPANISH GOLD FOUND. 

A force of Mexicans was at work the other 
day at Calmalli, Lower California, laying out 
a race track near the mining camp. One of 
the men unearthed a heavy black piece of 
metal, which he took to be a nugget in its 
native state. The workmen stopped in great 
excitement, and washed the piece clean, 
when to their astonishment they discovered 
it to be a gold bar, somewhat irregularly 
molded, and stamped with old Spanish char- 
acters. The brick is worth about $1000, and 
was found by José de la Pefia. Some dis- 
pute arose as to whether the workmen or 
the owner of the ground was entitled to the 
gold bar, but at last accounts the finder still 
held possession of it. 

The place where the bar was found is 
fruitful with gold nuggets, some worth as 
_< as $350 having been found after the 
rains. The new find proves what was un- 
known up to the present—that the mines 
were worked by the mission fathers of the 
past century. It is conjectured that the bar 
was hidden by some priest and its location 


lost. 
STEAMSHIP NEWS. 

General Manager Nevin and Director O. S. 
A. Sprague of the Southern California Rail- 
road arrived yesterday by special car to look 
over the improvements to the Santa Fé 
yards in this city. Mr. Nevin said there was 
already enough freight secured to fill three 
steamers for the Orient, anu that the steam- 
ship people would be compelled to charter 
more steamers within the first six months of 
operation.

“The parties behind the proposed Mexican 
line are the California and Oriental people, 
and not the Lower California Development 
Company, as was stated here. We prefer 


to deal with the California and Oriental, all 


things being equal, because we are already 
connected with them, and the wharfage, and 
80 on, would be easily arranged.’’

STOCKMEN ANXIOUS FOR RAIN AND 
GREEN GRASS. 


Ranges Bare and Thousands of Head 
of Cattle Being Fed to Keep 
Them Alive—Old Settlers Say 


Heavy Windstorms Mean Plenty 


of Rain Later. 


SANTA ANA, Dec. 23. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Unless a heavy rain soon comes 
to their relief, the loss to stockmen of this 
section for lack of feed will be very heavy. 
A large amount of stock is at present being 
fed James lIivine of the San Joaquin ranch 
is feeding hundreds of bushels of corn to his 
already half-starved herds of cattle. James 
McFadden is hauling beets by the carload 
from the peat lands to the droves on his 
ranch near Santa Ana, and Richard O’Neil of 
the Santa Margarita, Mission Viejo and Tra- 
buco ranches is feeding several thousand head 
of stock cattle on alfalfa hay. Hundreds of 
head of horses and cattle are only half living 
on overstocked salt-grass pastures, and moun- 


tain-ranges are bare and deserted. 


Qld settlers predict heavy rains during the 
first of the incoming year, if not before. They 
base their predictions on the heavy northeast 
windstorms of the past month, which they 
claim were néver known to fail on previous 
occasions as precursors of rain. . Orchardists, 
in order to be on the safe side, are taking 
advantage of an abundance of cheap irrigating 
water and are giving their fruit groves a 
thorough soaking.

During the heavy windstorm of this morn- 
ing one end of a canvas sign across the front 
of the store of the Santa Ana Drug Company, 
with a heavy piece of timber attached, was 
blown from its fastenings. The swaying piece 
of wood struck one of the large plate-glass 
show-windows, breaking it and several valu- 
able pieces of cut glass and hand-painted 
china.

Poultry in California, 

HREE years ago I started to breed 

market poultry. The first year we 

will pass over, the second was a lit- 
tle better, although not on.a paying 
basis; it showed me where my mistakes 
were and how to remedy them. My 
greatest trouble with chickens was their 
dying from various causes, principally 
indigestion; thus throwing back those 
which did not die. so as not to have 
them ready for market. One thing, 
however, I observed. there were al- 
ways some (sometimes very few) which 
seemed to thrive, whether rain or sun- 
shine, soft or dry food. To find out the 
parent bird was the next step, and she 
generally turned out to be “always 
wanting to sit,” that is to say, she 
would always lay fifteen to twenty eggs 
when she went off on a vacation. Be- 
sides, I found that the éggs from one 


a prominent manufac- | 


poultry house hatched stronger chicks 
than from another house, and these 
chicks could stand more forcing so as 
to produce early broilers. 

The climate here is rather peculiar; 
often in December, January and Feb- 
ruary the temperature will be 70 to 75 
deg. at noon, and perhaps a few de- 
grees of frost at 5 or 6 o'clock the next 
morning. My poultry house, that I put 
up <nyself, is built of matched lumber. 
Another house, built years ago by my 
predecessor, has laths two feet long the 
Whole lengtheof the front, otherwise It 
is tight and warm. I had fifty black 
Leghorns in this house and forty Ply- 
mouth Rocks in the former. 

I buy foodstuffs cheap, which I for- 
merly thought were of no value for 
poultry. Generally I am able to get 
beans at $7 to $8 per ton; these are 
ground with oats for $3 (grinding price,) 
and $13 to $15 per ton for oats. This, 
With a little corn and 50 per cent. of 
bran and middlings at $13 and $19, re- 
spectively, constitutes .ny general grain 
bill, with occasionally a little linseed 
cake for a change. Alfalfa and wild 
clover are growing all over the orchard 
until they are killed by the cultivator 
in May; 1500 cabbages, two tons of po- 
tatoes and two and a half tons of car- 
rots and rutabagas are also raised for 
their sole benefit; 100 pounds of boiled 
horse meat per week, and sometimes a 
little wheat, constitute their bill of 
fare. Wheat, however, is now so dear, 
so I use a good deal of barley. We 
(for there are two of us—wife and I) 
raised last year 980 broilers and 288 
Peking ducks. Our incubators hatched 
4400 fertile hen eggs, so by the above 
you will see that 75 per cent. died, 
raising only 25 per cent. to market size. 
Of ducks we raised 33 per cent., but 
unless young ducks can be ready for 
market by February, when the price 
is from $6 to $6.50 per dozen, it does 
not pay. In the summer months ducks 
are worth only $3 per dozen here. Al- 
though we still raise some ducklings, 
we depend on broilers (large size) to 
pay the bill from January to June. 

If I wish plenty of eggs from my Leg- 
horns I feed them soft food every morn- 
ing, give them a free run in alfalfa dur- 
ing the day, with barley, wheat and lit- 
tle corn for supper. I keep roosters run- 
ning with them, as it has a tendency to 
make them attend to business and start 
in early after moulting—in fact, some- 
times before this process is cosnpleted. 
These birds are all kept roosting in the 
poultry house. My breeding stock for 
broilers consists of selected hens, pure 
bred Plymouth Rocks and Wyandottes. 
These hens have all been selected be- 
Cause most of their eggs hatch well, 
and the chicks grow. rapidly. I have 
bred most of them if not all on the 
place; they are two or three years old, 
weigh from six to six and a quarter 
pounds each, and are more or less of a 
pugnacious disposition; they are in five 
flocks of ten each and a rooster to each 
flock; they have soft food but once a 
week for a change, and very little of 
that; other mornings they have a little 
oats or other screenings; twice a week 
they have three pounds of lean meat; at 
night they have all the corn they can 
pick off the cob, and they roost in the 
house with the open-lath front. The 
roosters are pure-bred Plymouth Rocks, 


bred by myself or bought of farmers 


who have their hens running over the 
fields and woods without giving them 
very much attention; but the breed 
must be pure W. or B. P. Rock or W. 
Wyandotte. The survival of the fittest 
among such a flock is worth having, if 
he weigh seven to eight pounds. We 
always have two or three young roost- 
ers extra for purpose of forcing a set- 
ting hen into business humor again. 
Our hens go running in the orchard 
and woods, they keep a little distance 
from other flocks, and return at night 
able to eat about seven pounds of corn 
from the ear. By the months of April 
or May, or whenever the nights begin 
to get warm, they get barley or wheat

instead, To induce them to moult early 
We give them all the ripe fruit they can 
eat, and a sitting of eggs when broody 
about August or beginning of Septem- 
ber. They will rear a clutch of chicks, 
moult and begin to lay again by No- 
vember, 


admit that they / want to 
incubate for every fifteen or twenty 
eggs they lay, but they are at: once 


consigned to the tender care of a young 
rooster, and in a short time they are 
ready to join their flock and begin to 
lay again. I find that by keeping these 
hens in a cooler roosting house they 
get hardened, producing a more vigor- 
ous constitution which they tranamit 
to their offspring. I began this method 
last September; put 208 eggs in the ma- 
chine November 10, twenty-eight were 
fertile; 160 chicks was the result of 
the hatch (twenty died in the shell.) 
Of this hatch I sent 144 (twelve dozen.) 
at $4.50 per dozen, to market today. 
Year before last I raised only forty of 
the corresponding hatch. November 20 
last, and December 3 I filled two other 
machines, one with 139, the other with 
208 eggs. The first lot had five infer- 
tile, the latter eight infertile. The first 
machine hatched ninety-seven, the lat- 
ter 181 chicks. Of the first lot I have 
lost only seven chicks, the latter lot 
consists only of 121 chicks, but the 
cause is rats. There is, however, a 
great improvement over last year, and 
the cause is hardier breeding stock. I 
shall not keep hens over three years 
old; they moult too late when they 
get aged. I keep fifty or sixty of my 
February or March hatch for breeding 
purposes when they are twelve months 
old, with a two or three-year-old roos- 
ter.—[Rural New Yorker
